ON SYMBOLISM 


AND THE SHOE. 


BY “ SEPHARAD.” 


You, sweet maiden, trying on that dainty pair of ballroom 


slippers; you, anxious toiler in the city, hurrying lest the 8.45 
to town elude you—do either of you ever ponder over the 
romance and the symbolism of your exquisite, or serviceable 
footwear as the case may be? 


It is not so much the evolution of the shoe—and after 


all, history is continually repeating itself in this regard—as 
the wealth of practice and legend that clusters round it. 


Every age and every clime have regarded the shoe from vary- 
ing points of view, and he who would delve into the stores af 
shoe lore would find himself more than amply repaid for his 
research. 


Symbolical of might, power, and authority, an instrument 
that had its place in the ratification of agreements, the shoe 
inspired the Rabbis of long ago. The Talmud reminds us to

THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE. 


As will be seen from the report in our news columns, a state- 
ment on the work of the Conjoint Committee in the present crisis, 
which, of course, we presume had particular reference to 
the recent conferences held’ with the Kussian Minister of 
Finance, was made by Mr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE at 
the meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association last Sunday. In the 
circumstances existing at the moment it had to be delivered under 
the seal of confidence. We understand, however, that an identical 
statement will be made by Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, K.C., at the 
meeting of the Board of Deputies on Sunday, and it is possible that 
a communication from the Conjoint Committee may thereafter be 
sent out for publication. The Jewish community take a deep, anda 
natural, interest in the work of the Committee, and they will assuredly 
await the terms of any such communication with a great deal of 
concern. But it will gratify them to know that, judging from the satis- 
faction shown by the members of the Anglo-Jewish Association on 
Sunday, on hearing Mr. MONTEFIORE’S report, the linesupon which the 
Committee are acting appear to be in full conformity with communal 
sentiment, and have been chosen as those best calculated to promote 
the interests of our people in general and those in particular whose 
condition, especially at this moment, is one of such deep and grave 
anxiety to us all, 

THE NEW RUSSIAN MINISTER. 


IN the absence of more detailed reports of the statement made 
to the Press by the new Russian Minister of the Interior (M. 
KHVOSTOFP), it is impossible to deal at length with his policy: But 
this we can say that, judging from the account given in the Press of 
this country, it is difficult to regard it with satisfaction. [he most 
that the new Minister appears to promise is that he will not over- 
throw what his Liberal predecessor did in the matter of the Jewish 
problem, but will, on the contrary, “develop” it—* gradually.” 
“ Gradually ” is a-vague word, and M. KHVOSTOFF defines it, appar- 
ently, as a pace or speed which would send the Jewish question over 
till the time when the war is ended and the atmosphere is calmer. But 
what guarantee is there of a “ calmer atmosphere’ when the present 
campaign ends? Ina vast and complicated Empire like that of the 
TSAR there is always some trouble simmering, and if the Jews are 
to wait until an era of perfect placidity sets in they may wait on till 
Doomsday. Most people would suppose that the surest way to induce 
domestic calm is to get rid of those irritating national differences 
which fret the peace of the realm and to introduce the principle, for 
which M. KHVOSTOFF says he stands, that “all nationalities in 
Russia should live happily together.”” Butthe new’Minister, whose 
reactionary past, by the way, we cannot altogether_blot out of 
memory, insists that this is an “ abstract principle,’ and that the 
present is not the time for its promulgation. 


IN our view, and in that of the majority of the Duma as well as, 
we believe, all that is best in Russian popular opinion, the equality 
of all Russian citizens before the law, so far from being -an 
academic matter, is a pressing question of practical and vital import- 
ance. And, that in present circumstances not only for Russia, but 
also for the countries allied to her. It is no secret, for instance, that 
the sentiment in America directed against Russia because of her 
retrograde policy to Jews and other subject nationalities was account- 
able for the high price which had to be paid for the recent Anglo- 
French loan, many who would otherwise have been willing to assist 
in it refusing to take part. To be sure we deem their attitude 
a short-sighted “one, but it is one that has to be reckoned with, 
“\ve must think only of one thing,” says M. KuvosTorr, 
“the complete union of all Russian people.” 
perfect agreement with this sentiment. But we emphatically 
do not believe that the unity of Russia, at this moment 
of destiny, can be achieved by dividing its elements by barriers of 
race and perpetuating an internecine strife that has already cost the 
Empire dear. As British citizens we are intensely anxious for the 
triumph of the Russian arms. But we know that that consummation 
so devoutly to be wished can be attained only by the nation working 
as a “ band of brothers,” and nct by a people worried and distracted 
“by domestic discord. M. Kuvostorr is reported to have pleaded 
the superior cleverness of the Jew as a bar to his being granted 
rights of citizenship. ‘We should have thought that just now brains, 
of all things, should be encouraged in Russia no matter what the racial 
_ conformationof the cranium in which they may be found. It is,perhaps, 
“a reassuring symptom that the new Procurator of the Holy Synod was

associated with the pro-Jewish measures of the late Minister of the 


Interior. But his appointment does not add to the clarity of the 
situation. 


> 
THE ARMENIAN HORRORS. 


THE abominable atrocities perpetrated by the Turks against the 
Armen ans—men, women and children—are among the most sicken- 
ing of the crimes that have crimsoned the world in these latter days. 
We can only hope that the records of all this hideous inhumanity and 
the attitude towards them that has been adopted by the Central 
Powers will open the eyes of those neutrals who have up till now 
still been unable to appreciate the methods’and purposes of Germany 
and her allies and all that these mean to the cause of mankind. Mr. 
MORGENTHAU, upon whom a quite gratuitous attack was made by a 
writer in the Times last Friday, has been doing his utmost to stem 
the tide of unbridled savagery, but he appears to have been able to 
do little even in influencing Germany and Austria in regard to the 
grim business. A mere word from Berlin would have sufficed to pre- 
vent the unspeakable horrors that have been committed on countless 
fellow-beings. But that word has not been, and, judging from German 
press comments, never will be, spoken. We hope and believe that 
Jews throughout the world will speak out plainly in this matter. 
They never have had and never will harbour any sympathy with the 
methodical assassination of whole peoples. They have never con- 
templated extermination as a justifiable means to political ends, and 
they will protest with all their power and might against such weapon 
whenever and by whomsoever they may be employed. Jews are 
experts in the evils that befall a subject race at the hands of those to 
whom their presence is inconvenient, and they cannot but regard the 
Armenians as brother-sufferers for the sake of conscience, and feel 


for them accordingly. We cannot forbear from remarking how the 


friendly State, which has been so severe a barrier to the hopes of 
Jewish liberation in the past, has been seized upon by Germany in 
reference to the Armenian victims of the Turks. 
human suffering, whether’ national or personal, is bound to find its 
evil disciples. 


JEWISH CASUALTIES. 


IT is inevitable that in the gathering ferocity of the War an even 
heavier toll should be taken of Jewish bloodand Jewish life. The fight- 
ing on the Western front has brought a heavy crop of casualties, and 
the Jewish losses in the South African War are already dwarfed into 
utter insignificance. We regret to see among the wounded the names 
of Capt. NEVILLE J. LAsk! (son-in-law of the HAHAM) and Lieut. 
SYDNEY M. ADLER (son of the Jewish Chaplain, the Rev. M. 
ADLER). In both cases, we are happy to know, the wounds are not 
thought to be serious, but the sincerest sympathy of the community 
will go out to the relatives of the two officers concerned in the anxiety 
which must beset them at this time. That anxiety is assuredly 
shared iby all our coreligionists, for there are few Jewish homes in 
these islands to-day which have not a living bond with the firing-line. 
The stake which they have in this prolonged and bitter warfare can 
be seen from the casualty lists that we publish week by week. Last 
week alone that list totalled nearly a hundred, and included among 
the killed such excellent communal workers as Lieut. LEO E. 
Davies, Lieut. W. MORTIMER WOOLF, and Lieut. VICTOR 
BARNETT, a highly popular officer of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, while 


among the wounded figured the Solicitor of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, Capt H. D. Myer. It is with profound regret that we note 


among the killed in this week’s list the name of Lieut. V. V. JAcob, 
brotherof the Warden of the Hampstead Synagogue, and son of a lady 
whose many years of kindly and beneficent work is well known. The 
price of liberty is hard because the menace to tolerable conditions of 
life is grave. Butit will be resolutely paid by Jewish subjects of the 
Empire, who know how much depends for Jews and for all mankind 
upon the unchallenged victory of the Allied arms.

“ 7PRESPONSIBLE BUSYBODIES.”

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thereby be heightened. But the main point is that the work which 
this body desires to do is now in the hands of strong and influential 
organisations; and any complication of the collecting machinery 
can only prejudice rather than promote the end in view. lf, as 
we have no doubt, the object of the Committee referred to is to 
help our stricken coreligionists, then we hope its members will now 
realise that the best way to serve this purpose is to assist in 
the work those to whom it has been confided. Generally speaking, 
however, the community has certainly a right to be protected from 
celf-assertive bands in the philanthropic field, and we much hope that 
the stand now made by the Board of Guardians will tend to rid us of 
a genuine nuisance. 

IN THE NEWS. 

A LETTER from Mr. OTTO SCHIFF appears in our news columns 
which clears up a difficulty that has surrounded the war relief funds. 
We gather from this communication that the original Relief Com- 
mittee—that presided over by Mr. HERMANN LANDAU, and.of which 
Mr. Scuire is the Treasurer—has not been absorbed by- the new 
committee recently formed, although it is acting in co-operation with 
it. Consequently the arrangement by which fifteen per cent. of the 
collections by the former body are allocated to Valestine still holds 
good. Further, Mr. SCHIFF assures us that any subscribers who 
wish to ear-mark a part or the whole of their contributrons to the new 
committee for Palestine or any other war area in which Jews are 
affected can do so, and his wishes will be respected. The question, 
therefore, which was raised is thus set at rest, and we most earnestly 
hope that any who have been deterred from subscribing to the 
funds by scruples with regard to this point will now come forward 
and do their whole duty in this urgent and vital work. 


It is thoroughly satisfactory to see that the Committee of Ministers 
are taking into consideration the regrettable incident at the Pavilion 
Theatre on the Day of Atonement—a subject upon which we have 
already expressed our views. The Committee desire, apparently, to 
deal with the matter in a practical spirit, and we trust that they 
will receive every possible help from the lay authorities of 
the community. It may or may not be possible altogether to 
prevent the recurrence of such incidents. But that most desirable 
end is more likely to be attained if laymen co-operate with 
our ministers in any action upon which they may determine. 


Mr. J. lk}. BLANK, the Secretary of the. l'ederation of Synagogues 
—with the tribute paid to whom on Tuesday the community will gladly 
associate itself—spoke favourably, in the course of his reply, of the 
oft-mooted proposal for a closer union of the [Tederation with the 
United Synagogue. “ Was the community .so strong to-day,”’ he 
asked, that it could afford to remain still divided into East and 
West?” There can be only one answer to that question, and now 
that the Federation shows so sympathetic a= spirit—though we 
confess that it would have b2en more encouraging had it been voiced 
by the President and not the Secretary, and on a more fitting 
occasion—it is for the United Synagogue to do what in it lies to 
bring it to practical fruition. Mr. BLANK revives the late Lord 
SWAYTHLING'S suggestion for a joint consultative committee of the 
two bodies. That, at all events, makes a’ basis for discussion. But, 
whether it prove the right or the wrong way, the community would

time for action.

THE annual meeting of the subscribers to the Liverpool Hebrew

cular use of our people, a companion volume. The rise and 

fall of Jewish communities would form an intensely interesting 

study. It would be of value to many more than those whohave 
inclination for History or a disposition towards the Dryasdust. We could 
learn much from it that could not fail to prove useful as .monition, direction, 
and encouragement. For, as surely as the world revolves upon its axis: 
thus bringing round and round, day by day, each speck of earth to practically 
the same point in the Universe, so History repeats itself, In this sense : 
given certain conditions and circumstances, in any age, the consequent 
happenings will follow, and conditions and circumstances are constantly 
recurring. There may be variations innumerable in causes as in effects, 
but, broadly, facts are for ever repeating themselves, and the consequences 
are according to the facts. That is the lesson of all History, the interest 
in which is entirely due to the variations and not to the causes, which are 
mere repetition or the effects which are always pre-determinable. Jewish 
communities have had their rises and their falls. There have been 
periods of growth and progress, times of zenith and years of retrogression 
and décay. A study such as that suggested might tell us with something of 
certainty at what exact point in its career Anglo-Jewry has reached. 
Perhaps it would provide us with some useful advice for the present time, 
admittedly of anxious solicitude. We might learn how. we could promote 
Anglo-Jewry'’s growth and progress, how we could maintain and prolong 
the days of its zenith or retard its retrogression and decay, according to 
the precise era we were found to be inhabiting. 


HAT else, however, we might learn from a history ofthe rise and fall of 
other Jewish communities, including—let us not forget it would be 
included—the rise and fall of the Anglo-Jewry that came to a violent end 
under Edward I.. there is one lesson that: would be writ large over the 
stories of all. Thatis that the position of any community at any time could 
be gauged as to whether it was a period of advance, climax, or decrement, 
by the interest manifested in it for the time being by the Jews comprising 
it. That is axiomatic; ratsdo not leave a sinking ship with more prompti- 
tude than do Jews a declining community. But at that the analogy must 
stay; for the rats do not often first gnaw at the ship’s hull rendering her 
unable to resist the element which at last engulfs her; though there are 
_€ases on record where that has actually occurred. 
bowever, the rodents were said to be abnormal. Another symptomatic 
characteristic would surely be found when, in any community, true leader: 
ship born of confidence and sympathy was found to have given place to 
indolent Jaissez faire fitfully alternating with extravagant demands 
derived from questionable position and doubtful power. Far be it from the 
present writer to apply these general principles to our particular community. 
But there are certain facts that just now are revealing themselves in 
Anglo- Jewry, which, a history such as I have ventured to suggest, would not 
be likely to tell us point upward in prospect to the years that are before us: 
So as to avoid misunderstanding it is as well to say that the test, the 
symptom, and the analogy drawn in regard to the suggestion do not 
necessarily apply to the facts to which I propose to direct attention.

For the members 
of it, at least those who bear its name, have long 
since ceased to manifest any but the slightest 
interest in matters Jewish. Like many another 
of German Jewish origin they and Jewry, so far 
as 1 have been able to discover, have for years 
held relations of the severely second cousin order, 
Yet when they are found as metal brokers to the 
Goverment, enteringinto transactions for the bene- 
fit of the enemies of the country, they are marked 
down as Jews and their offence is declaimed to the 
prejudice of Jews as surely as if the family had 
retained its original name of Moses. That the 


Germapy is not in the least probable their German connections notwithstand- 
ing, although to be sure the anti-Semitic writer will not miss the obvious 
opportunity which the relationship affords him, The strong probability is that 
the illegal payment they made was solely, as Sir Samuel Evans put it, “to gain 
some possible advantage to themselves or their principals or co-adventurers.” 


It may bethat Merton and Co. acted in ignorance and as a result of bad advice 


inrespect toadifficultand complicated piece of extraordinary legislation which 
the war demafded.

FEW weeks ago Mr. Zangwill, reviewing the world-position of the 

Jew ia relation to the War, exclaimed: Israel is a Schiemicl! Is 
not this Merton case proof of Mr. Zangwill’s incisive criticism? Here are 
people that fling aside the great and glorious name of Moses, which was 
their proud heritage, so as to hide from or at least not to advertise to the 
world their Jewish origin, and who persistently, in varying gradations, 
have alienated themselves from their Jewish surroundings. Jewry some- 
how or another managed to rub on without them. With philosophic 


resignation it was allowing them to sink into the communal oblivion they - 


so earnestly desired and which they fostered. Then lo! and behold they 
now reappear, flung at us with the judgment of Sir Samuel Evans and all 
its discredit, flung at us as types of Jews in their conception of citizen duty 
and of the notion Jews hold as to the obligation which employment by the 
British Government confers. 


EEDLESS to say, with the Mertons we are not presented with the 
magnificent service in the country’s cause of the Jews who are 
fighting the country’s battles. Jewish heroism and Jewish devotion are not 
reckoned as a counterweight when any wealthy Jew seeks to employ the 
public position he has gained so as to derive unfair personal advantage for 
himself. With the Merton case are flung at us others which, during recent 
months, have produced a distinctly unpleasant taste in the public moutb, 
We are told that there was a Marconi deal, a silver transaction, and a 


debateable wood contract, in which Jews were the central figures—Jews who 


had won their way to Government confidence and against whom the 
allegation had been made coram populo that they had been negligent of 
the restraint and obligations which that confidence should have implied for 
them. These things are flung at us, and not the life and blood that have 
been spent in willing sacrifices for England. Anglo- Jewry has to bear to the 
full the brunt of those who disregard the natural claim it has upon them in 


deference to push as “ Englishmen ” in the very highest places of the State 
that they found opened unto them. Of this munition for anti-Semitic 
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onslaught there has recently been far too much supplied, consistently with 
the safety and well-being of Jewry. It may be that we have had a run of 
misfortune, that ill-luck and not intentional wrong-doing has been the 
cause of all these unpleasant incidents, and that after all poor Israel has 
only justified his title to being deemed a Schlemrel, But is there not a very 
salient rule in the traditions of the House of Rothschild concerning those 
who have the reputation of being unlucky ? 


A’* esteemed correspondent has written to me to ask whether 
I do not think that the remarks made in this column last 
week “were a trifle hard upon the Chief Rabbi.” I hope not. 
because that was not the object with which they were written, 


They were inspired solely and wholly, as was explained, by a keen 
sense of the urgency for Communal Re-organisation which it is the business 
of the Chief Rabbi, the agreed business, to undertake. A friend informs me 
that the Chief Rabbi wishes to perform the function but has been obstructed 
and held back in his attempts. If this be so, then Dr. Hertz should take 
means for letting it be known, and we should then be able to tell how much 
or how little responsibility for the delay rests with him. The need for Com- 
munal Re-organisation is, however, thrown up in all the more unmistakeable 
relief by such a happening as that of the Merton Case, following as it does 
so swiftly upon other events in which Jews have played in public an 
unamiable part. The Times the other day quoted the Turkish proverb, 
Balak bashdan Kokar, “ the fish goes bad from the head,” and the surest 
counterweight to the wnreasoning attacks upon the community, in words and 
deeds, of those who love us not, is just all that is comprised in the omnibus 
term of Communal Re-organisation.

GENERAL BOTHA LAYS. FOUNDATION STONE OF 
SYNAGOGUE. 


“THE JEWS AN EXAMPLE TO OTHER RACES.” 


The Jewish community of Bethal (Eastern Transvaal) were recently paid a 
high honour, when the foundation stone of their new synagogue was laid |, 
General Botha, the Prime Minister. The General was escorted from the railway, 
station to the site of the synagogue (where close on a thousand spectators o{ 
both sexes had assembled) by a large body of Jews and burghers, mounted and on 
foot. 

Having been presented by Mr. Festenstein, President of the Congregation, 
with a silver trowel, General Botha performed the ceremony of laying the stone 
and then addressed the assembly in Dutch. In the course of a highly comp)|i- 
mentary speech he said that Jews served as an example to other races. Thoug!h 
divorced from their country they still clung to the religion and traditions of their 
ancestors, and their conduct in this respect was worthy of emulation and applause 
For these reasons he felt proud at the compliment which had been paid him in 
asking him to lay the foundation stone of the future synagogue. 

Rabbi Dr. J. L. Landau, of Johannesburg, followed with a sermon, which he 
prefaced with the following reference to the presence of the Prime Minister : 
This religious ceremony will be recorded in the annals of South African Jewry as 
one of its rarest, happiest, and most memorable events. The eyes of the whole 
Jewish community of this sub-continent are at the present moment directed 
towards this foundation stone laid by the most prominent and popular son of this 
country, by the admired leader of the Union. In his closing remarks, Dr. Landau 
said: It is for us to continue to prove in this country, as we have already con- 
vincingly proved in other countries, that our enemies are wrong in trying to mini- 
mise our influence and to belittle the moral value of our labours for the welfare of 
our fellow-citizens, for the welfare of the country of our adoption. It is for us to 
prove that their accusations are unfounded and their prejudices unworthy of 
modern, honest, and enlightened men and women, so that the noble-minded and 
gallant General, the Prime Minister, may feel induced to open the gates of this 
country to many thousands of our unfortunate brethren who, in consequence of 
this terrible war, have been p/unged into unspeakable distress, whose homes have 
been burned, and whose substance destroyed, but who still possess all the faculties 
and all the remarkable energy of their race which have proved a source of bless- 


ing to every country wherein Jews reside. 


THE RUSSIAN POLITICAL SITUATION AND 
THE JEWS. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PETROGRAD. 


The great Zemstvo and Municipal Conferences recently held at Moscow, 
with their clear and strong resolutions in favour of the emancipation of all 
nationalities and of Liberal changes, have undoubtedly revealed the full strength 
of the Reform movement in the country. The anti-Semitic organs, headed by 
the Zemstchina, accuse the Jews of having been promoters of the conferences, 
and the Real Russians wired to the Premier to that effect, but neither the people 
nor the Government regard the demands of those Conferénces as being put 
forward by Jews. The best proof that their significance is not underestimated 
lies in the fact that the Government found it necessary to summon the Duma 
again. The Press freely mentions that M. Bark, the Minister of Finance, after 
receiving advice from foreign bankers (during his sojourn abroad) also advocated 
the re-opening of the Duma. 


NEW RUSSIAN MINISTER ON THE JEWISH QUESTION. 
M. Khvostoff, the new Russian Minister of the Interior, has unfolded his 


views to a number of journalists, whom he received on his first day of office. 


Referring to the Moscow Congresses, M. Khvostoff declared that he fully 
sympathised with the desire expressed there for internal reforms, but that it was 
only possible to make fundamental changes in a calmer atmosphere after the war, 
The Jewish question, for instance, was far too complicated for hasty settlement. 
He would make the Jews different from other classes of the population in 
only one way. He would not allow them to purchase land. “They are much 
cleverer than our peasants, and we cannot afford io permit the peasants to be 
swallowed up by them.” 

The Times Petrograd correspondent presents M. Khvostoff's views on the 
question more fully asfollows: Iam the enemy of an aggressive policy, and I 
do not propose to undertake any measures tending to the complication of the life 
of the Russian Jew. That which was done by Prince Shcherbatoff in the sphere 
of the solution of the Jewish problem remains in force, and I will continue this 
policy and develop it in the same direction, but gradually. The present is not the 
time for the promulgation of abstract principles and political programmes. We 
must think only of one thing—the complete union of all the Russian people. 

The Petrograd correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, referring to the 
appointment of M. Alexander Nicholaevitch Volzhin as Procurator of the Holy 
Synod, says: | 

For rather more than a year, he has been the head of the General Department of the 
Ministry of the Interior. The new Procurator of the Holy Synod brings to his office a 
reputation for ability and energy, and, what is perhaps most important of all, breadth of 
view. He is understood to have been the wmitiator and author of the recently-adopted 
Statute extending the résidential rights of Jews. This measure he is said to have pre- 
pared shortly after he came to the Ministry of the Interior, and laid before his then chief, 
M. Maklakoff, who, however, rejected it. He had better luck with M. Stcherbatoff, ta 
whom he was attached by a long-standing friendship, largely grounded on a community 
of political views. M. Volzhin does not know the Jewish question only from the theo- 
retical side, for he spent ten years of his life as a provincial Governor in Poland. Before 
that he had a good deal to do with the Zemstvos and other local representative bodies. 


THE TSAR SANCTIONS SPECIAL RIGHTS 
OF DOMICILE.

The Tsar has granted the petitions of the various Zemstvos and Municipalities 
in the Don districts (administered by the Ministry of War) and allowed Jewish 
medical assistants (both male and female) to live in that province during the war 
for the purpose of fighting local epidemics.

WAR VICTIMS. 


THE AGONY OF THE REFUGEES. 
FRIGHTFUL 


SUFFERING. 


[Reprinted from the “ Jewish World” of last Wednesday.) 


The appeal for the Jewish victims of the war in Russia, which was 
inaugurated a fortnight ago, appears already to have met with a fair 
response. From the preliminary list that has been published, however, 
since the cost of only feeding the Jewish fugitives from the Eastern war 
zones (without makihg any provision for shelter or methodical distribution) 
is at least £600,000 per month, it is evident that unless the fund does much 
better that the preliminary list would indicate as probable, Anglo-Jewry’s 
contribution will be little more than a day or two’s relief for the victims of 
the greatest disaster of the kind that has ever befallen our people, This is 
by no means an encouraging prospect. 


THE CHARACTER OF THE CALAMITY, 


The framers of the appeal have endeavoured in that document to 
bring to the minds of the public the appalling character, to employ their 
own words, of the calamity which has befallen the Russian and Polish 


communities. The mind boggles:in an attempt to realise the meaning of 
upwards of a million people, mostly old men, women and children, wander- 
ing helplessly as refugees. When we come to think that they belong toa 
people that for generations has been a subject population demeaned in 
the eyes of their fellow-citizens by being made the mark for persecution, 
we can see that even the misery of the refugee has its degrees and that the 
cup of sorrow for the Jewish refugees in Russia and Poland has been drunk 
by them to the very dregs. How bitter those dregs are a letter from 
the Russian writer Achevosky, sent from Oufa (West of Ural), and 
published in the Russkie Slovo, tells us’ something of. This is how he 
describes what is happening at one spot touched by this refugee affliction : 


At the end of the station at Oufa (he writes) there are immense 
trains filled with fugitives. Close by is the dirty clothing, children 
playing close to the carriages. Everywhere the same picture. They 
are crowded into piles, so to speak—old men, children, invalids 
exhausted by the long journey among the utensils and furniture, most 
of which is useless, only what was at hand having been collected hap- 
hazard, All are in rags; itis a fearful spectacle of black misery. 
I pass from one carriage to another, try to engage in conversation. 
No one understands Russian. Most of them are Lithuanians, 
Ukrainians, and Jews. Incomprehensible languages are being spoken. 
I ask one a question, he gives no answer. Another explains in bad 
Russian: “ He does not understand foreigners.” ‘‘ What language 
does he speak?" * Only Ukrainian; that carriage is full of refugees 
from Volbynie.” ‘ Where are you going?” ‘We don’t know. 
are transporting us. But we don’t know where to.” 
they been transporting you?” “For a month,” says one; “ Six 
weeks,” says another. “That doesn’t matter,” says another; “ but 
why not tell us where they are taking us ?"’ “Someone said it was to 
Siberia,” interrupts one. “ And why should we be taken to Siberia ? 
It littke matters where they take us so it be nearer to death,” says 
another, with resignation. Deeply touched, I continue to question 
these unhappy people. “ Have you eaten to-day?” ‘“ Not yet; we 
are still waiting. They promised to give us some food each day.” 
“When did you last eat?"’ “ At Samara—two days ago.”

The anti-Semitic educational authorities at Odessa have received two rebuffs 
_ at the hands of Count Ignatieff. The Minister of Education sternly ordered the 
University to admit above the norm two hundred Jews, relatives of soldiers, thus 
putting an end to the various official quibbles. He also reinstated Dr. Hochman 
as lecturer at the University. Dr. Hochman had been on leave owing to a pro- 
longed illness, and on his recovery he was informed by the Curator that he could 
not return to his post because he was a Jew.

CARGO.” 


The dull obtuseness of Russian officialdom of course plays its réle in 
this tragedy of tragedies. Among the fugitives are artisans and factory 
workers, and knowing the shortage of workers in the munition factories M. 
Achevosky tried to find out whether any representatives of the Committee 
of Industries of War had made inquiries among the refugees for workers 


that might be useful for any of those trades. ‘No one has been,” was the 
answer received. 


“No,” said one poor creature in tears (his letter continues); “* | am 
a locksmith, I have worked in factories. Only give me back liberty 
and I wiil find work.” “ But what prevents you going?" “I have 
been brought here by force. I did not ask to be taken ; it is impossible 
to free myself. Look!- 1 don't know where they are taking me. They 
say, We received you; we must deliver you!’ ”’ 

I am repeating word for word. Here, in effect, is the condition of 
these refugees. They accept them like merchandise—like cattle. They 
are numbered, and each has his bill of lading. These are not human 
beings—it is a cargo. 

At Samara, for example, they sent off a certain number. At Oufa 
they are checked; they note; accepted so many. To leave the lock- 
smith somewhere would mean losing part of the cargo; it would be to 
fail in one’s * duty.” 


*’ Like cattle,’ says the writer, but if they were cattle care would be 
taken to “deliver"’ them alive and sound. *’ Worse than cattle” is far 
nearer the truth. 


NO HELP, 


When this human cargo is delivered, “worse than cattle,” their case 
is not much bettered; for M. Achevosky says that no arrangements are 
made to receive the deliveries. 


Why has nothing been done to receive the refugees? (he asks). 
Everywhere it is the same. I am ashamed even to ask. They did not 
expect the refugees. One would think they fell from the moon. For 
a long time they have known that the most populous regions of the 
empire were invaded, but nothing was done to ease the misery of those 
who were forced by the authorities to leave their countries. Neither 
the Government nor private charity bothered itself about them. The 
only thing done is to show astonishment that there should be so many 
miserable refugees. Representatives of the Government, of public 
charity, as well as enormous crowds rushed out as fora fire, but no 
one does anything for the refugees. 


Are we wrong in saying that the treatment accorded to these refugees 
was " worse than cattle?”’ Are we? Then listen to M. Achevosky’s final 
sentences. ‘“ When I left the station,” he says, “atrain started. Once 
again for the third day without eating [we have supplied the italics! the 
refugees were being sent on. I don’t know whether they removed the 
corpse of the woman I had seen. It seemed to me this train was starting 
for the eternity we shall all reach one day.’’ Alas! We fear even this 


tardy mercy was not to be vouchsafed to these poor refugees ! 
A FLASH-LIGHT. 


Here are a few sentences from our news columns which throw a further 
flash of light on the seething horrors of the Polish-Jewish situation :— 


Whole communities in the vicinity of Baranovitchi are wandering 
eastwards for safety. Elsewhere, many wanderers have lost their 
reason. Twenty-eight thousand Jews who had recently found shelter 
at Dvinsk have been obliged to remove to the interior provinces. 


Whole communities on the road. What a volume of misery lies wrapped 
up in that single sentence! If only the public imagination were vivid 
enough to realise that grim picture there would be no lack of contributions 
to the Russo-Jewish War Fund. 


A WORD TO THE WEALTHY. 


Since the writer of the letter from which we have quoted at some 
length saw and described only a hundred or two of these refugees at one 
point, and as we know that there are some two millions of Jews and 
Jewesses alone that have been uprooted from their homes and sent adrift, 
that of these more than half are starving and destitute, and that to use M. 
Achevosky’s words there is all over Western Russia “ everywhere the same 
picture ’—when we recollect these facts we may realise something of the 
extent and depth of the misery which the new Russo-Jewish Fund has 
been instituted to mitigate. This is no ordinary appeal calling for 
ordinary response, neither is the appeal nor the response which 
it demands extraordinary, The appeal is unique in the whole 
the response must be unique 
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too, else they will prove miserable and ghastly failures, And because 
the consequences of that failure are bound to prove disastrous not 
alone for the poor stricken victims in Russia but for ourselves here in 
England, we feel impelled to say a word to our wealthy coreligionists. The 
preliminary list shows an altogether inadequate conception of what their 
duty is in the circumstances on the part of some of our people. Men who 
are rich beyond the dreams of avarice are not performing their part by 
giving a comparative trifle which they will never miss to such a fund for 
such a purpose. 


SCANDALOUS SELFISHNESS. 


There are, of couse, some obvious exceptions which manifest an 
appreciation of the circumstances ard the sacrifice they demand. 
But these exceptions, to say the truth, are few. We know that 
there are heavy .calls upon the rich Jews, both as Jews and as 
citizens ; but the demands which the State has up till now made upon the 
wealthy is comparatively light when compared with the pressure of taxation 
that is falling upon those whom these wealthy ones look upon as poor 
people or that is burdening those whose lives are a constant struggle for 
sheer necessities. And, when we see men giving to such a cause as that 
of the Russo-Polish. refugees what in all probability does not amount to 
more than a day or two of their incomes, incomes in some cases hugely 
swollen by war profits and in some cases enjoyed by them without their 
having worked or laboured for a penny of it, then we say they are guilty of 
scandalous selfishness, shameful and disgraceful beyond words. We know 
of Jews in the working classes in the East End—many of them—who are 
devoting a tithe of their earnings won by the sweat of their brow in hard 
toil, to help their Russo-Polish brethren. What Jew of the leisured classes 
in the West End is making a like, we will not ask a proportionate, sacrifice? 
If that spirit, in all its fulness, had animated all those whose names appear 
on the preliminary list, we feel sure that one donation of 4500 would have 


been increased to a least 450,000, while many others would have been 
multiplied manyfold. 


~ UP TO” THE RICH. 

We fee: we have a right to ask our rich coreligionists, the plutocrats 
among us, to do their duty fully and without restraint in this matter, par- 
ticularly for this reason. The appalling catastrophe that has fallen upon 
Jewry—and we may as well understand that the catastrophe in its effects 
will not by any means be limited to the hapless victims of its direct 
consequences—is an outcome of the Jewish problem, in any endeavour 
to tackle which on statesmanlike lines our wealthy brethren -have not 
moved a finger, unless’ it was to obstruct and harass those who tried 
to do so however inefficiently and however short of the mark were 
their efforts. Philanthropy has been their one prescription, and now 
that for the tine being philanthropy is all that can be useful it is only fair 
to ask these gentlemen to apply the prescription—to themselves. It is 
“up to” the rich to show that they believe in their own nostrum, at least as 
a palliative, and it is a palliative that above all things is at the moment most 
needed. To be sure no classes among us are exempt from the sheer duty 
of helping to make this palliative effectual for its immediate purpose. But 
the wealthy among us have the means of showing an example to all and of 
leading the way. It will be a very sorry day for them if, when all around 
the noblest sacrifices of life and all that life can give are being made for 


great ideals, they meanly sneak out of the obligations which humanity and 
brotherhood so insistently call upon to honour.

FINANCIAL POSITION OF THE ASSOCIATION. 


The usual financial statement was submitted. | 

Mr. JoserH CowEN asked whether the Executive Committee had considered 
any steps whereby the Association could be strengthened in numbers and financially 

Mr. BENJAMIN Kiscu, Chairman of the Committee, said that the matter 
had been constantly before the Executive Committee. Owing to the war the, 
had considered the time not opportune for a new scheme. If they did undertake 
a new scheme, to supersede the triennial appeal, he thought they should do so a: 
a time when it would have a chance of success. 

The PResiIpENT agreed that the financial position of the Association had 
given rise to grave anxiety—juast as the position of other institutions had. But if 
they considered the kind of work. done by the Association, which was not of a 
sensational character, their situation was not so bad, but it-would become grave 
if the war continued for some time, and something would have to be done. 

Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER said that after the war, when they could say what 
work there would be for them todo—for, whatever happened, the situation which 
the Association would have to face would be entirely different to that of the past, 
in regard, for instance, to Palestine, Turkey, and Bulgaria—they would be able 
to make an interesting case and have much more chance of doing something 
energetically than now 

Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, K.C., suggested as a means of relieving the position 
that everybody be asked to double his subscription for the year 1916; and Mr. J 
COWEN proposed consideration of the possibility of increasing the support from 
Canada 

THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE. 


The PrestpeNT gaye the meeting a confidential report of the work of the 
Conjoint Committee. 


At the conclusion of his remarks, Mr. JoserH Cowen protested that it was 


not fair to the Jewish public in this country to keep them so completely in the 
dark, and he questioned very much whether the Committee were advancing their 
case by doing so. He hoped they would further consider the matter and make 
a communication to the Press of points that might be made public. 


The PRESIDENT said in reply that this matter of publication would be 
considered. 


On the motion of Mr. H. G. Lovusapba, seconded by Sir Puttie MAGnus, 
M.P., it was unanimously decided ‘' that the Council records its high appreciation 
of the valuable and statesmanlike work done by the Conjoint Committee and its 
entire approval of, and gratitude for, its action.” 


The PRESIDENT said he thought it only right to refer to the way Mr. Leopold 
de Rothschild had, since the death of Lord Rothschild, filled the position of lay 
head of the community. The extreme care and devotion he had shown to their 
cause was really splendid—and his health had not been particularly good. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEES REPORT. 
The SEcRETARY read the following report of the Executive Committee :-— 


BRANCHES.—Since the last ordinary meeting of the Council remittances for the past 
financial year have been received from Bombay (additional), £19 13s. 2d.; Cardiff 
(additional), £1 5s. ; Glasgow, £45 2s. 9d.; Nagasaki, £4 1s. 5d.; Shanghai (additional), 
£25 13s. lid. ; and Toronto, £45 2s. 9d. 

SCHOOLS.—The Alexandria School of the Alliance Israélite has applied for a smali 
quantity of English books. A vote will be recommended by the Executive Committee 
from the Education Fund.—Mr. D. Abraham, the new English Master at the Basserah 
School, has sent his first report. . He states therein that the boys have made more satis 
factory progress than he had anticipated.—The Bombay School, in furnishing statistics 
of the number of pupils, states that 178 pay, 25 pay half fees, and 241 are free, a total 
of 444. All the girls are educated free in the vernacular and Middle School Departments. 
and in respect to the paying students in the Angio Vernacular Department, the fees of 25 are 
paid by the Gates of Mercy Synagogue and amount to 130 rupees a quarter. The School 
Committee also gave particulars of a school which was opened in the locality known as 
Jacob's Circie last June with 69 students (59 in the Intants’ Class and 10 in the Ist 
Standard. The number has since increased to 91 (43 boys and 48 girls). The 
missionaries bitterly complain of the establishment of this school, as nearly $0 per 
cent. of the children in their girls’ school have left to enter the Jewish school.— Mrs 
Corcos has applied for a quantity of books for the Mogador Girls’ School. The 
Executive Committee will recommend a vote from the Education Fund for this purpose. 
—Mr. Morris Cohen, the English master at the Tangier School, has sent a‘report in 
which he describes the work of his classes. In thé Boys’ School English is taught 21 
hours a week in four upper classes, and in the Girls’ School three upper classes take up 
English, the time devoted to this subject being eight hours a week. 


POSITION OF THE EVELINA SCHOOL. 


With reference to the position of the Evelina de Rothschild School. the 
PRESIDENT reported that some difficulties had arisen with regard to the amount of 
subvention accorded to the School since the outbreak of the war with Turkey. 
The President read a further correspondence which he had carried on with the 
Foreign Office and the American Embassy on this subject, as also on the question 
of permission being obtained from the Ottoman Government for Miss Landau to 
return to Jerusalem, the condition being that she should retain her British 


nationality. The President added that the negotiations on the subject had 
not yet been concluded. 


CHILDREN’S SERVICES 


In the absence this year of the Rev. M. Adler on duty with the Expeditionary 
Force in France, the duties of Hon. Secretary of the Ministers’ Committee were 
undertaken by the Kev. D. Wasserzug, who conducted the arrangements in con- 
nection with the Children’s Services. He reports as follows :— ' 


As last year, services were held on the New Year and the Day of Atonement in 
twenty-two centres (schools). The reports of the Superintendents attest to the warm 
sense of appreciation with which the services appealed to the children. The decorum 
was again excellent. In several centres the musical portions were rendered by the 
children themselves. The number of children attending the services this year was only 
5.514 as compared with 6,750 last year, the decline being no doubt attributable to the 
anxiety of the parents on account of the air-raids. The Jewish Lads’ Brigade, as in 
former years, again proved a serviceable recruiting ground for the Baalé Tokeah who 
officiated at the various centres, though owing to the absorption into the new Army of 
so many of our buglers, not a single. one of last year's band of Shofar-blowers was 
available this year, nearly everyone who officiated having had to be trained de novo. In 
the task of engaging the new Baalé Tokeah, valuable assistance was given by Mr. Martin 
Mosely of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade and the Superintendents. Scrolls of the Law were 


lent to the various centres by the New, Great, Hambro’, Central, Borough, and East 
London Synagogues. 
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BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 

A meeting of the Board was held last Monday at the offices of the institution, 
Middlesex Street. There were present :—

The CHAIRMAN accorded the Board's gratitude to those ladies and gentlemen 
who had placed themselves at the disposal of the Borough Council in connection 
with the National Register. 

The CHAIRMAN read a letter from Mr. Basil Henriques, who had recently 
been given a commission in the Army. Since the Board had last met, Mr. Denzil 
Miver had also given his services to the country, so that the Board had recently 
become deprived of two valuable workers. On behalf of the Board, the Chair- 
man wished these gentlemen a safe return if called upon active service. 

FOR DELICATE CHILDREN. 

In reporting a gift of fifty-two fully paid shares of £25 each in the Four Per 
Cent. Industrial Dwellings Company, presented by the children of the late 
Mrs. Edward Henry Beddington, the income of which is to be applied “for the 
support of delicate children in the country,” the Chairman said he highly 
welcomed this gift. In the first place it commemorated the memory of alady who 
was respected by all who knew her, and secondly it marked the eighteenth 
endowment received by the Board in connection with a branch of its work. which 
was of the highest importance, and which had begun about five years ago. 
Previous to that time it had not been able to make arrangements for delicate 
children to be brought up under Jewish influences. Toa large extent this had 
now been remedied, and he now hoped that the example set in this case would 
be followed by others. 

THE BOARD'S FINANCES. 

Mr..P. S. WALEY, the Treasurer, gave details of the financial statement for 
the nine months ended the 30th September last. The total expenditure for that 
period, he said, was £13,422, while the total income was /14,558, showing a 
deficit of £3,864. The deficit was greater than the one at this period last year, 
which amounted then to £2,706. The total expenditure in relief during the past 
nine months amounted to 415,182 against 416,338 in the corresponding period of 
1914 and £13,573 in that of the previous year. These latter amounts, of course, 
included heavy expenditure in emigration and repatriation, items which did not 
appear on the expenditure side of the statement this year. The grants made by the 
relief committee showed a decrease of 41,450 in comparison to last year, but showed 
an increase of £630 in comparison to the first nine months of 1913. The decrease in 
these grants, he explained, was due to the heavy war expenditure. On the other 
hand there was an increase in fixed and temporary allowances of over / 900, or 
more than £1,250, expended on these items in 1913. The increase was not only due 
to the larger number of applicants, but was due also to the increased amount of 
grants made to each recipient on account of the high prices of commodities. While 
it had been a comparatively easy matter to make these increases, he could not help 
looking upon them as permanent, for he feared it would be difficult to reduce the 
amount of these allowances later on. There had also been a big decrease in the 
_income derived from voluntary contributions, and this decrease was likely to 
continue as several special large donations would not probably be renewed this 
year. The Board last year also received a number of large legacies, which were 
used as ordinary income, but this year the legacies had been small, while it was 
almost certain the amount received under this heading last year would by no 
means be equalled this year. 

The CHAIRMAN Said it was unnecessary for him to dweil upon the situation 
just now, as he would issue his annual appeal during the first half of next month. 
He could not refrain from saying, however, that he had on many previous 
occasions looked forward to the prospect of inditing the appeals with some mis- 
giving. But he was staggered to have to appeal at the present juncture. The 
appeal on behalf the Russo-Jewish war victims should certainly make a demand 
upon their sympathy and their pockets. Now also they were just beginning to 
feel the increase of taxation with the prospect of further increase not far ahead. 
Those were not satisfactory features to accompany an appeal. 

Mr. WALEY reported a donation of £100 from Sir Isidore’ and Lady 
Spielman in memory of their son Harold, killed in action, to be distributed 
among those who have been direct sufferers by the war, if possible, and £50 from 
his brother and sisters. Mr, Waley, insympathetic terms, referred to the untimely 
death of a promising worker on behalf of the community and a genial and 
charming personality, and offered the Board's sympathy to the bereaved family. 
The Treasurer also reported the receipt of the following legacies: The late Mrs. 
D. L, Beddington, £1,000; the late Mrs. Julia Beddington, £100: the late Rev. 
I. Samuel, £100; the late Mrs. Sophie Marion Meyer, 4100; and the late Mrs. 
Matilda Lazarus, £22 10s. _The Treasurer further reported the receipt of £183 
from the trustees of the Sir Moses Montefiore Bequest for distribution of coals 
and blankets, being moiety payable to the Board. This amount, said Mr. Waley, 
compared with 4321 17s. 4d. received last year, the decrease being due to the fact 
that part of the funds are invested in the Imperial Continental Gas Company. 

“IRRESPONSIBLE BUSYBODIES.” 

The CHAIRMAN having read a letter from the London District Committee for 
the relief of the war-suffering Jews, requesting the Board to appoint two delegates 
to a conference to be held on the 16th inst., said he presumed the Board would, 
without hesitation, decline the invitation to the conference. The use of the name 
of a prominent gentleman, that of Mr. Landau, in connection with the move- 
ment, which, he stated, was quite unauthorised, did not inspire confidence and, 
in any case, he (Mr. Cohen) presumed the Board would feel as he did that 
the necessities of the war suffering Jews, at any rate in Russia, would be 
cared for as far as was possible by the strong Committee which had recently been 
formed. If any section was not adequately represented upon it, there should be 
no difficulty in giving effect to requests to remedy this defect. He thought it was 
well to utter a timely protest against the tendency to form numerous Committees 
with high-sounding titles and thus to dissipate the strength which union con- 
ferred. He did not question the good intentions of those concerned, but he did 
question their wisdom. He also had serious misgivings of the conference 
and of the discretion and capacity of those who organised sectional appeals. 
He was of opinion that adequate steps should be taken against irresponsible 
busy-bodies. 

Mr. CHARLES SABAG-MONTEFIORE called the Board's attention to the 
fact that there was a properly constituted Central Committee working in the 
East End which should not be confounded with the Committee from whom the 
invitation to a conference had been received. 

The invitation was unanimously declined. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The Board decided to accept the invitation of the London Association for 
the Care of Mentally Defective Children, and to nominate Mrs. Hillier Holt as 
the representative of the Board on the Executive of the Association. | 

The PRESIDENT reported on steps taken to insure properties of the Board 
against damage hy aircraft and bombardment. 

The Board confirmed the President's action in respect of correspondence 
with Messrs. Emanuel and Simmonds regarding the will of the late Miss Rebecca 

uilar.

OBITUARY. 


TRENNER.—We regret to announce the death, last Sunday night in hi® 
sleep, of Mr. Samuel Trenner, of 15, Doughty Street, Mecklenburgh Square. Mr. 
Trenner, who was in his ninetieth year, was the founder and head of the well- 
known firm of S. Trenner and Son, sign writers, in Gray's Inn Road, and for 
close on half a century had taken an active part in communal work, besides con- 
tributing to many of the charitable and educational institutions. He was President 
of the Sabbath Meals Society and a member of the Committee of the Jews’ Temporary 
Shelter, where, even when overeighty yearsof age, heon more than one occasion read 
the entire Seder Service on Passover. Mr. Trenner was a member of the Central 
Synagogue at the time of its erection in 1870 and served it for many years on the 
Board of Management. His son, Mr. Joseph Trenner, represents the same syna- 
gogue at the Council of the United Synagogue. Mr. Trenner’s portrait (painted 
by Mr. Mayer Klang) was exhibited at the Royal Academy in 1906. He leaves 
fifty-five descendants, among them being several great-grandchildren. The 
funeral took place on Wednesday at West Ham, the Rev. E. Spero odiciating.

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Internationalism and 
Jewish Nationality. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. ARTHUR D. LEWIS. 


ERTAIN sections of American Jewry have lately been working 
themselves up into hysteria concerning our attitude towards 
the war. English Jews have been blamed for pusillanimously 
postponing the discussion of the legal claims of the Russian Jews 

till the terms of the peace settlement are “on the table.” It will be 
remembered that Mr. Leopold de Rothschild made our position quite clear 
in an “interview” with an American paper. 
Our communal leader answered three points ; 
(1) That the Jews are not an international 
body, seeing that we are fighting each other ; 
(2) That Russian anti-Semitism is due to 
German agency; (3) That we are supporting 
the cause of the Allies not out of mere interest, 
but out of deep sympathy with the smaller, 
oppressed nationalities of Belgium, Serbia, 
and Poland, and also out of conviction that 
truth and justice are on our side. 

A representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
recently had an opportunity of discussing the 
points enumerated above with Mr. Arthur D. 
Lewis, journalist, author, and lecturer, at his 
house in Golder’s Green. He has made a 
close study of racial, economic, and inter- 
national questions, contributing largely to the 
English and American Press, and had some 
arresting things to say on these topics. 
He is best known in our community as 
brother to the Rev. Harry S. Lewis, M.A.., 
of New York, and a good old friend of the

In answer to the statement that Jews are an international body he 
remarked 


“I cannot but say that it is a misleading statement to make that we 
Jews: are an international body. As there is no international Man, so there 
is no international Jew. Every man is national. He was born in a par- 
ticular place, speaks some language as his native language, has cerstain 
customs of life. What then is internationalism? If you make a mere 
diagram of man, drawing very simply what is really complex, and crudely 
supposing him a purely bargaining animal, or a creature that always calcu- 
lates concerning happiness before he enlists to fight for his country, you 
may see him as international, because you have falsified him to such an 
extent that he appears devoid of the particularities of real man; or if you 
represent man as seen from a distance and in relation to the whole universe, 
his features will be blotted out, and only the most general actions and 
feelings be recognisable—he is international as a poetic synrbol, and free 
from the peculiarities of class, climate, and training. Nationality is a matter 
of more or less. A complete nation has developed by its history, customs, 
language, instifutions, religion, desires, racial temperament—a special type 
of man. 


“ Nationality may also be wider or narrower. The village community 
may be self-contained and count as more than the dukedom, and the duke- 
dom more than the kingdom. The mediaeval guild rescued any of its 
members imprisoned for debt in foreign towns; the town was the father- 
land of the merchant.- We see then that the existing idea of nationalities 
is not final. 


Nationality is an inseparable fact; nations differing in creed, speech, 
and manners there must be; the question is how to inspire them with great 
national ideals. Nationality calls for sacrifice and the facing of danger; 
should not that sacrifice be used for some good purpose? The class or 
nation have instincts in common,. or, if you prefer, tendencies to act 
spontaneously in the same way on the same occasions, such as unions on a 
merely credal tasis have not got. Every politically-minded man feels the 
value of union—where men cling together, they may achieve what is worth 
achieving. They may unite for evil, for hate and not for love, for destruc- 
tion and not for construction, for power and not for service, for domination 
and exploitation and not for assistance and education—but where they are 
not united, little that is great or inspiring can be possible. 


“ Nationality is needed for the development of individuality. The 
plant flowers best when it is neither starved nor placed in too-rank a soil. 
The work of all genius is strictly national ; it expresses national character. 
istics. The Jew lacks creative power, just because he lives in Gentile 
surroundings and profits by institutions created by Gentile genius. He 
succeeds where mechanical intelligence, persistent energy or patient 
accumulation of material and evidence is enough. He fails where extreme 


individual creative power is needed. He fails because his nationality hangs 
by a thread and is confused.” 


JEW OR MIXED NATIONALITY. 


Continuing, he said: “ If the Jew assimilates himself to other peoples 
‘he does not acquire their deep-lying excellencies—their political instinct, 
or their nature mysticism, or their morose Puritanism, or their beery, good 
fellowship : only the outward gestures and table manners and methods of 
food preparations are easily acquired. Obviously, it is a mere confusion 
of mind if we think of the Jew as international. Heis of mixed nationality 
The Jew born in England is English, in so far as he derives 
English schools, from English politics (in-which he may. natu 
interested), from English literature: Jewish in so far as his 
Jewish history, literature, and religion prompts him to spe 
with Jews, special interest in the fate of his own people.

When the Irishman speaks no Irish, or the Welshman intermarries with ,; 
Englishwoman, when the Mohammedan Indian owes allegiance at once + , 
the Emperor of India and the Caliph, when the Polish child learns histor, 
from the Russian history book, one nationality is more or less diminishe | 
or mingled with another. The Jew, then, is not international: he has , 
double nationality. Intermarriage will not make him international. In , 
few generations, mixed marriages will produce a race of English, but t!): 
will not all lessen nationality. There will in consequence be fewer Jey 
and more English: that is all.” 


GERMAN ANTI-SEMITISM. 


Our representative then asked Mr. Lewis what he thought as ‘5 
Russian anti-Semitism being due to German agency to which he replied. 

“I do not profess to possess an intimate acquaintance with t 
methods of the anti-Semites abroad, but this I would say: I think 
unnecessary that Jews should go out of their way to ascribe oppression 
Russia to German influence. I am quite sure that the Gentile English 
not require the careful treatment of this view that the official English Je: 
think necessary. As a matter of fact, the one thing non-Jews can unde: 
stand clearly about Jewish affairs is the position of the Zionist; they con 
sider it obviously natural—the only doubt they may have (if they are we!’ 
informed) is as to Jewish desire in the matter. If the Jews could only abso: » 
the colonising enterprise and vigorous adventurousness ‘of the English 
substantial Jewish State would be built up by colonists in Palestine withow! 
the need for preliminary diplomatic recognition of the States.”’

THE HEBREW BIBLE FOR THE BLIND. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From the Rev. H. 
Vicarage, Hants. 


McNEILE, Bishop's Sutton 


Sirn,—Last April you were good enough to include in your “ Books Reviewed " 
a short notice of the forthcoming *‘ Hebrew Bible for the Use of the Blind.” Will 
you kindly afford me space to explain how the matter stands at the present time ? 

An introductory Grammar is a necessity if English students are to make use 
of the Bible when issued, and such a Grammar has been provided. The Chief 
Rabbi of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews’ Congregations has assisted me much 
by revising a portion of my Braille code which I submitted to him; and the 
Edinburgh Professor of Hebrew was so interested in the scheme that he edited 
for me in suitable form a portion of Davidson's Hebrew Grammar. With the 
help of these competent authorities the work has been brought to a successful 
conclusion ; the Grammar has been compiled, brailled, and printed. And now 
the Bible itself is being taken in hand. Perhaps your readers who see this letter 
will inform any of their blind friends who are studying Hebrew, or wish to com- 
mence the study of it, that the sacred books are thus being brought within their 
reach. Any enquiries sent to me at the above address shall have my immediate 
attention. Andif any students desire to have assistance in their study, I am 
prepared to arrange with them for a course of instruction by correspondence. 

You will, I hope, allow me also to mention the cost of the undertaking. 
Privately,°I have been supplied with funds sufficient to defray all charges for the 
stereographic sheets already used, so thatI can offer the Grammar at the reason- 
able price of five shillings, postage free: But I am compelled to ask for larger 
help in bringing out the Bible. The Pentateuch I propose to issue in five 
volumes, the Prophets in seven, and the Chethubim in four, sixteen volumes in 
all. The cost of zinc sheets and stereographing will be not far short of £12 10s. 
per volume, or 4200 for the whole work. The printing and binding is to be done 
for five shillings per volume, and I propose to charge only one shilling, so that 
four shillings a volume, or /3 4s. a Bible, must be added to my estimate. If the 
first edition is of 200 copies only, the printing and binding will come to /640. 
Thus, the total outlay which I have to face is about £850. This is rather a large 
sum to ask for under existing circumstances, especially as the object in view is not 
subsidiary to the war, but if a few of your readers to whom God has given wealth 
are concerned for the opening out of the Word of God to persons who have 


hitherto been debarred from it, they will not find much difficulty in financing the 
scheme to that extent. 


Williams Deacon's Bank have opened a “ Hebrew Braille Fund” under my 


hand, and will place to the credit of that Fund any contributions that are sent 
them for that purpose.

THE BOOK OF GENESIS. 


Whatever critical views may obtain in respect of the Book of Genesis. 
there is one point upon which practically all writers are agreed—the unity 
of design with which the book is written. Genesis was probably compiled 


out of a number of documents, some of them of a brief and fragmentary 
character. But these have been so brought together and arranged as to 
constitute a complete whole, with one character and one purpose. That 
purpose is to reveal God in His relation to the world as a whole, and to the 
human race. The book does not provide us with a mere disjointed set of 
memorials of the history of the world and of man in distant ages. It is 
not a mere collection of scraps of history, such as those which, in modern 
times, have been slowly dug out of the earth in Mesopotamia, Palestine, 
and Egypt. It does not throw these fragments of history before us, 
leaving us to piece them together and construct some sort of history out of 
them. It recounts, in a connected series, such portions of that past history 
as exhibit the action and intervention of God in creating, guiding, and con- 
trolling the whole. It starts from the beginning in which God created the 
heavens and the earth, and goes down to the death of Joseph. The book 
surveys this immense period of time in one masterly grasp, passing by most 
of the details in the history of the world and of man which are not of 
importance for its object, but dealing fully with the great facts which concern 
God's action and purposes. One will and one purpose are revealed to us 
guiding the whole course of the long history. We see unrolled before us, 
as in a great drama, the work that God was working from the beginning to 
the end. 


THE MAIN FACTS. 


We begin in the first chapter with an account of the creation by God 
and the gradual development by Him of the universe in which we live, and 
we are told that everything in that universe was created by Him fora 
distinct purpose, and received a definite commission, and was appointed 
for a good end. All is created to be under the dominion of man, 
to be subdued by him, and turned to a good purpose. Man's 
office is to increase and multiply, to replenish the earth, and to 
subdue it and have dominion. That is man’s function; but in order 
to fulfil it he is warned against one danger—he is: forbidden certain 
pleasures which he is told will be fatal to him. He disregards the warning, 
_ disobeys the voice by which it had been given to him, and consequently, as 
he had been warned would be the case, the task of subjugating the earth 
becomes vastly more difficult to him. He loses the full communion with 
G,od he was intended to enjoy, and in consequence he falls rapidly into the 
deepest moral crimes, into lust and murder, which render life intolerable. 
God accordingly interposes to sweep away from the face of the earth a race 
which had become hopelessly corrupt, and gives, as it were, a new start. to 
the one branch of the stock which had escaped the general corruption. 
But even out of this stock a further creation is made, and a new method is 
adopted to bind this select race to the God without Whom they were sure 
to fall into corruption again. Out of the descendants of Noah the family of 
Terah and Abraham is chosen—as we shall read this week—to receive 
special revelations and to hand down from generation to generation those 
revelations of God's will which had from time to time been made to 
them. God is revealed as making a _ definite covenant with this 
family, claiming from them absolute obedience to His will and 
guidance, but in turn making certain definite pronises, not only to the 
patriarchs themselves but to their whole family to all time. This family 
accordingly becomes the subject of special guidance and _ protec- 
tion, and the remainder of the book narrates the education of the 
patriarch’s descendants until, in the person of Joseph, we have a character 
exhibited who lived with a single heart in the love and fear of God, and 
who is employed under a mysterious providence in preparing the way for 
the discipline of the whole people of Israel. As the book closes, they are 
settled in Egypt, where they enter upon that prolonged series .of relations 
with all the civilisations of mankind, which has been continued down to the 
present day. 

SCIENCE AND CREATION. 


Such are the contents of the book. Now let us observe that the 
development of human history and human knowledge has tended to justify, 
step by step, the revelations of God’s action and the course of action thus 
revealed in the past and predicted in the fnture. The main principle 
asserted in the first chapter of Genesis is established by modern science, 
which is forced to believe in a directive power and in an influence 
other than mere physical and dynamical forces. Since the days when 
the first chapter of Genesis was written, through what mazes 
of speculation has not the human mind passed as to the origin of nature 


and the mode in which the world has beeu developed and its present 
conditions evolved! But thousands of years before the. latest scientific 
results were attained the Hebrew writer recorded the truth that “in the 
beginning God created the heaven and the earth,” and proceeded gradually 
and by an orderly process to create the infinite constituent elements of that 
universe, and finally to make man as the lord and ruler of the whole. It is 
unnecessary to enter into the disputes which have prevailed as to the 
exact correspondence of the order of creation recorded in the first chapter 
of Genesis with the discoveries of modern astronomical and geological 
science. The wonderful thing is that the account should be at least as near 
the truth.’ Take all the other cosmogonies that have been found in other 
ancient records, and which of them is there respecting which the idea could 
for a moment be entertained that there is any material. correspondence 
between them and the records of modern science? Remember when this 
first chapter of Genesis was written, nothing had been revealed by science 
respecting the course of the world’s development. There was not another 
source from which the knowledge could have been derived. From whence 
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could have come this marvellous approximation to the facts which science has 


been slowly revealing, but from the Divine wisdom which alone was cognisant | 


of them, and could alone make them known to mankind? Even if we 
assume that the original source of this chapter is to be found in Babylonian 
myths, there would still be no natural explanation of the means by which 
the Hebrew writer is able to purify these inyths—myths conceived in a 
spirit of unrestrained and grotesque polytheism—and mould them to the 
expression of these great cardinal truths. 


MAN'S DOMINION OVER THE EARTH. 


Proceeding to look at the subsequent parts of the narrative, observe 
the description which is given of man’s function in the world—to increase 
and multiply and roplenish the earth, to subdue it and to have dominion. 
l'rom this statement of man's world-destiny observe how the sacred writer 
passes at once, with unerring instinct, to the one point on which the fulfil- 
ment of that destiny depends—man’'s moral position. He describes man 
as placed in a world full of all manner of trees, pleasant to the sight 
and good for food, the tree of life also in the midst of the garden, 
Men are bidden to use them all subject to one condition——a mora] 
obligation laid upon them by their Creator to abstain from certain enjoy- 
ments which are allegorically described as the knowledge of good and 
evil. So it is to this day. Every child starts in the world amidst a 
paradise of things pleasant and good, but the first thing it has to 
learn is that it is under a moral obligation to abstain from some 
of those pleasures, and if a man indulges in them his higher life, his 
real life—will be destroyed. He will find a curse attaching to all his 
work and all the results of his labours. The first great lesson. in short, a 
man has to learn is that his material happiness entirely depends on his 
recognition of his moral obligations and his obedience to that voice of his 
conscience which is the voice of God. Is it not childish, then, to be 
wasting time in disputing about some slight resemblance in this penetrating 
picture of human experience to a few Babylonian records when the lesson 
and the moral is that this ancient writer, speaking out of the dim and distant 
past, should pass from the only accurate description ever given of man’s 
physical position in the world to tell us in a vivid story—true to this day— 
that the whole of man's position depends not on the good and pleasant 
things around him, but on his moral obedience to the wit! and law of his 
Creator? As to the few chapters which immediately follow, dealing with 
the earliest history of mankind, they record what no other literary 
historical sources have preserved .to us, but what modern excavations on 
the banks of the Euphrates and Tigtis have partially revealed to our own 
generation—that the origins of civilisation are to be found in the Mesopo- 
tamian Valley and in the ancient cities of Babylonia and Assyria. Thus 
every child who has read these early chapters of the Bible has known more 
about the early history of the human race than until recently could be 
found in any other writer. 


THE PATRIARCHAL NARRATIVES. 


As to these narratives, what can be more extraordinary than their 
trnth to the broad fact of history ? Is.jt not the most patent fact of history 
that its whole course has been determined by the influence of the action of 
the Jewish race? Have we not seen before our eyes the realisation of the 


_promise preserved in this ancient record, “In thy seed shall all the nations 


of the earth be blessed’'? And if this be so, who told the ancient writer 
that profound historic verity? Who revealed to him beforehand the fact 
that this lonely patriarch was the beginning of an influence which 
would permeate the world, which would transform its laws and mould 
its civilisation? There is one other thing about these patriarchal 
narratives which deserves our special attention. They not merely record 
the origin of great historical influences, they also record the establishment 


once for all of the greatest of all the facts of religion—the establishment of - 


a covenant between God and man. When we speak of the monotheistic 
character of the Jewish religion, and dwell upon that point as of chief 
importance, we are leaving out of account the most momentous point of all 
—that God has definitely and distinctly entered into moral relations with 
men, with Noah and Abraham and Abraham's seed, and has established 
between Himself and them the most sacred of all relations—the relation of 
a covenant. In answer to the question whether these patriarchal narra- 
tives are to be regarded asin the main historical, it may be asserted that it 
is dificult to understand how narratives so instinct with life and human 
nature, bearing evidence in numberless details of the most vivid and touch. 
ing experiences, could be due to the artificial idealisms of a later age. 
Their eternal character bespeaks their veracity. But it is a more_reason- 
able question to ask, how could they have been preserved in these ancient 
times? Of late years the clue to this difficulty has been found. An 
inscription has been discovered containing a code of laws enacted by a 
king who was con.emporary with Abraham, the very Amraphel of whom 
we read in the 14th chapter of Genesis. As it is now proved beyond doubt 
that a whole code of laws was committed to writing in the time of Abraham, 
writing must have been familiarly practised before his day ; for it is incon- 
ceivable that such a code of laws should be inscribed in such a permanent 
form unless the use of writing was familiar and customary. Hence it is 
probable that important events were recorded at the time, and that the 
means existed—as in the clay tablets which have been unearthed. after 
4,000 years—of preserving the historic and patriarchal records contained 
in the book of Genesis. All that the compiler had to do was to take these 
records which were ready to his hand, and to select and arrange. The 
work of selection and arrangement was. done under Divine guidance and 


inspiration.

IN DEFENCE OF ORTHODOXY. 
TO THE EDITOR.—From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES, 2, Salem Hill 
South, Sunderland. 

Sir,—A more violent, outspoken, unsparing attack on Orthodox Judaism 
than that contained in the letter of the Rev. Morris Joseph in last Friday's 
JEWISH CHRONICLE has to my knowledge never appeared in your columns. 
Shall it remain unanswered? In view of the weight which statements made, and 
arguments used, by a man of Mr. Joseph's learning and standing in the com- 
munity are bound to carry with a great number of your readers, it appears to me 
imperative that Mr. Joseph's pronouncement should be dealt with and the attack 
parried—however reluctant one may feel to indulge in public controversy with a 
colleague who so deservedly enjoys the great esteem in which he is held by all 
classes of the community. 

Let me at once go im medias res. Mr. Joseph bases his defence of Reform 
—which assumes the form of an attack on Orthodoxy—on the following main 
argument: Orthodoxy intends to save Judaism, but it kills, religion. Reform 
sacrifices the traditional form of Judaism, but it saves the essence: Religion. 

Assuming this were true, the question would arise, what is Religion ’ What 
is that essence that Mr. Joseph is anxious to save and the orthodox Jew 1s satishied 
to see exterminated ? Is it Faith Is it Theism? Is it divine worship? Is it 
moral conduct? Is it obedience to a Higher Will? What is it? ~ Orthodoxy 
imperils religious life, ’ maintains Mr. Joseph What is that religious life that is 
imperilled by the observance of the traditions, practices, and ceremonies which 
revulate the daily life of the orthodox jew and which the reformer glories in 


? 
having discarded ‘ 


Allow me to ask your learned correspondent even a more primitive quesuion. 

When he speaks of Religion does he mean natural or re\ ealed religion If he 
refers to the former, then his argument has no validity. For natural religion is 


based on theory and speculation, or on feeling and emotion, which, according to 
some thinkers, is inherent in man, be he primitive or civilised -and therelore 
cannot be killed or crushed—and which, according to other thinkers, are the 
result of fear and passion, or selfishness and cowardice, which the civ 
lised man. ou 
taught in the synagogue or in the schoolroom, and requires no pulpits 
and no preachers, no prayer-books and no readers, no. priests. and 
no. prophets, no psalms and no hymns, no temples and (“070 _ ser- 
vices, It must, therefore, be assumed that it is positive, revealed religion 
that Mr. Joseph has in his mind. Judaism isa positive, revealed religion. It is 
not, however, a religion of faith or redemption, as c.g. Christianity 1s ltisa 
religion of Law. Mr. Joseph will, I am sure, agree to this. What is more likely 
to “kill” such a religion, obedience to the Law or disregard of the Law ? Which 
kind of Judaism is thus more likely to save the Jewish religion, Orthodoxy which 
upholds the Law, or Reform which trys to abolish it? As to the general religious 
value of ritual and ceremonial practices, let me just quote one sentence from one 
of the most advanced and most liberal religious phtrlosophers of our time: 

No man can be content with religion as an abstract idea, and theological concep- 
tions that remain abstract theories and fail to become living realities by the assumption 
of concrete forms and definite modes of expression, will never influence or control man, 
and will never become a potent factor in his moral and spiritual development. (Rudolf 
Eucken in his “ The Truth of Religion.”) 

But, cries Mr. Joseph, “By what right is this self-stultification, by what 
right are these cramping fetters forced upon us? . . . Are we merely children ? ” 
To his the Orthodox Jew answers: Wearechildren. And the God of Sinai is 
our father. The laws which are described as “‘ cramping fetters” have been given 
to us in the name of God. If we are to remain Jews we must obey them. Who- 
ever maintains that “as full-grown men and women, with the power of thinking 
for ourselves, and of realising our religious needs, and of discerning the most 
effectual. way of satisfying them,” we can make our own laws, or do without 
laws, destroys the basis of Judaism, and must, if consistent, adopt the same attitude 


which he is a member. 
But the Bible of Orthodoxy is the Shulchan Aruch, Mr. Joseph complains. 
This is the code of laws which the orthodox Jew is expected to obey, and he asks: 


describes as “ antiquated codes |” 


derived from Bible and Talmud and the interpretations of later rabbis are collected, 
everyday life. Neither Maimonides nor R. Jacob b. Asher nor Rabbi Joseph 
Lawgivers. They merely collected the material and presented it to the student in 


on questions of the day in the labyrinth of halachic discussions in the Talmud or 
in the brief, general commands and prohibitions contained in the Pentateuch. 

So it is not the Shulchan Aruch with which Mr. Joseph really quarrels. It 
is the Mosaic and Rabbinic Law. Itis this Law which Reform Judaism has 
undertaken to abrogate and which Mr. Joseph regards as being incompatible with 
life in the twentieth century. But if you eliminate the Law from Judaism, what 
remains? Belief in the Unity of God? Prayers? Ethical theories? Then what 
need is there for a synagogue in Berkeley Street or in Hill Street? Any Unitarian 
Church would do just as well. 

But there is one great advantage which Reform has over

wht to try to suppress. In any case natural religion need not be ; 


towards the civil and criminal laws and the conventions of the society or State of 


‘ By what right is a code like the Shulchan Aruch, which was made for the six- 
teenth century, crystallised into an inviolable rule of life for the twentieth?” In 
that “antiquated eode” we are forbidden to “ hold ourselves erect when we walk 
in the streets,” we are forbidden “to go about in the house with uncovered head,” 
or “ to speak to a lady,” or “ to drink a cup of tea which has not been prepared 
by Jewish hands.” It is very surprising to find a man like the learned senior 
minister of Berkeley Street Synagogue and the author of “Judaism as Creed and 
Life” make such baseless statements. It is simply astonishing. Will Mr. Joseph 
kindly say where these laws are to be found in the Shulchan Aruch? Surely he 
ought to have known that there are no such laws in any of the books which he 


But what is the Shulchan Aruch? From Mr. Joseph's arguments one should 
bave gained the impression that the Shulchan Aruch is a book which some obscure 
rabbi composed in the sixteenth century for the benefit of his contemporaries, and 
which for some unascertainable reason some reactionary Jews of the twentieth 
still regard as binding and infallible. Of course, your readers know that the 
Shulchan Aruch is merely a book—one of many such books—in which the laws 


registered, systematically arranged, and made accessible to the reader for use in 
Caro nor any of the Jewish codifiers of the Middle Ages claimed authority as 


order to save him the trouble of going to the sources and searching for decisions 


Joseph tells us. The orthodox Jew who breaks the Law “ feels himself a rebel”: 
he knows he does wrong. The Reform Jew “is delivered from this unhappy 
condition”; he is satisfied with himself; he even glories in his transgression 
“because he has gained it honestly as a result of conviction.” This is an 
excellent definition. But what moral or religious effort is there required in order 
to satisfy one's conscience and proclaim himself a Reformer? Does not, as a 
rule, the disregard of Jewish law and Jewish tradition come first, and the “con. 
viction,” with the consequent ease of conscience, follow afterwards? What sacri 
fice does Reform require of its adherents ? 

Mr. Joseph admits that he is not pleased with his congregants. For how 
ever much they may like his services, it is hard to induce them to come to the 
synagogue. But “there are still Reformers le{t who go to the synagogue.” Th); 
is indeed a consolation. But why deny the same consolation to the Orthodo, 
section? “ There are still some orthodox Jews left who go to the synagogue—an 
they go willingly and joyously: moreover, they pray,” I could just asemphatical!|, 
assure Mr. Joseph. But there is the orthodox Jew who “goes because he is i: 
the habit of going!'’ The Kabbins of old showed a deeper insight into human 
nature when they said FMV? RI MOV? NPY WMD. But does not your corre 
spondent know that in Judaism a good habit, a pious practice, the performance 
of a M)¥D, is of greater importance than even the offering up of a prayer, or t! 
singing of a hymn, however heartily and sincerely this may be done’ And as to 
the “spiritual godd” which the Reformer derives in such abundance from th, 
synagogue service, and which is denied to the orthodox Jew, would not Mr; 
Joseph have done better if be had first told us what he meant by “ spiritual good 
and then tried to explain why a worshipper in an orthodox synagogue 
capable of acquiring it than a worshipper in Berkeley Street ? Followiny 
arguments of Mr. Joseph there will be a good many who will maintain that there 
is a much greater amount of “spiritual good” to be derived from a visit to the 


synagogue in Hill Street than to the one in Berkeley Street. Will Mr. Josep! 
admit that? 


One feels very much tempted to go over every sentence in Mr. Joseph's letter, 


to, analyse every argument, tO examine every statement, and to show how 
unjustified his charges are, how unhistorical his views are, and how everyt! 
he says can be turned as a weapon against Reform with much greater force than 


against orthodoxy. But I must consider your space and the patience of you: 
readers. I shall, therefore, have to be satisfied with pointing to one or two more 
sentences and showing how misleading they are. 

Says Mr. Joseph: ‘° These spasmodic revivals of minute ritual conform: 
are no new thing in Jewish history, but they come and go.” What a peculia: 
conception of Jewish history! For two thousand years the Jewish people ha 
upheld the Law and lived its life in accordance with the demands and require 
ments of that Law. For two thousand years the study and practice of the Law 
formed the centre of Jewish life, the goal of Jewish endeavour, the aim of Jewis! 
ambition, the cause of Jewish perseverance and Jewish determination. For many 
centuries without a break no other conception of Judaism was thinkable, no other 
way of living Judaism was possible, no other method of preserving Judaism wa. 
imaginable, It is only in the course of the nineteenth century that emancipation 
and assimilation brought about a re-action among some well-to-do sections of 
Jews in Western lands, and Reform Temples and Liberal Synagogues sprang into

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existence. How then can Orthodoxy and minute ritual conformity be described 
as “spasmodic revivals which are no new thing in Jewish history,” but which 
“come and go”?

However much reason we may have to com- 
plain of the indifference of large sections of our community, as long as the Jewish 
people is alive Judaism will be alive. Jewish life is not incompatible with the 
twentieth century. Or—to be more correct—Jewish life is not incompatible with 
that which is good aad noble and worth upholding in twentieth century life. Let 
the Jew, by all means, “move freely among the nations, be a fully enfranchised 
citizen of the world, sharing its life, responsive to its thought, subject to the 
liberating influence of great and new ideas.” But let him not lose himself in that 
process. Let him not give up his Jewish life, his traditions, his religious practices, 
bis peculiar observances as the price of his emancipation. Nobody requires of 
him that sacrifice. The practice of the ceremonies which the reformer of to-day 
discards as useless never failed to attain their object in the past. In the brightest 
and the darkest ages, in the happiest and saddest conditions, in the proudest and 
in the most humiliating hours, the Jew donned his }‘7°5M and his M5SI3 VW, 
raised his Kiddish cup and his Habdalah light, shook his palm-twig and his citron, 
broke the unleavened cake and ate the bitter herbs, built his booth and nailed his 
Mezuzah, sounded his Shofar and lit his Chanucah lamp, kept his dietary laws 
and preserved his sacred language. And in this way the Jew grew strong. 
His inward pride increased. His devotion to his God grew deeper, his remem- 
brance of the past grew more vivid and more inspiring; his hopes for the future 
grew firmer and more comforting. Thus he wandered through nineteen centuries. 
He overcame all obstacles, he escaped all pitfalls, he defied all threats, he ignored 
all derision. Why be afraid of the twentieth century ? 


IN DEFENCE OF THE “ SHULCHAN ARUCH.” 


TO THE EDITOR.—From the Rev. ISAAC S. MEISELS, 24, Carysfort 
Road, Clissold Park, N. 

Sirx,—It was with pain that I read the Rev. Morris Joseph's letter, printed in 
last Friday's JewisH CHRONICLE. “Mr. Joseph is not as other ministers, not 
even as some so-called Orthodox ministers. He is a Reformer, it is true, but not 
an ordinary one. He is not only the Senior Minister of the West London Syna- 
gogue of British Jews, but one whom we have somehow been accustomed to look 
upon as one of our own, as one who, if anything, is inclined to Orthodoxy rather 


than Reform. And he is the man who attacks the Shulchan Aruch, holds it up 
to ridicule, as it were. 


Even if every one of his strictures on the Shulchan Aruch were true, which, 
of course, is not the case, it cannot possibly be right that a person holding the 
position that Mr. Joseph does in the community, should write as he does of a 
work which, whatever his own personal view of it may be, he must have known 
is, by thousands and tens thousands of Jews throughout.the world, regarded, and, 


I cannot help adding, rightly regarded, as a guide and standard for their religious 
and moral conduct. 


Mr. Joseph's is not the only Reform Congregation in the world. _ There are 
a good many such on the continent of Europe, as well as elsewhere, and I doubt 
‘very much whether he can easily find an instance of even a Reform Rabbi openly 
writing of the Shulchan Aruch as he does. And why not’? Because: 

(1) It is not considered the proper thing for anyone, especially in the tolerant 
and enlightened age we live in, to hurt the feelings of anyone, let alone those of 
one's own coreligionists. 


It may not be altogether out of place if, in this connection, I remind Mr. 
Joseph of the explanation given by Josephus (contra apionem II., 34, etc.) of Exod. 


xxii., 27, “ Elohim lo tekallel,” viz., “that we are not to laugh at and revile those 
that are esteemed gods by other people.” 

(2) Reformers as those Rabbis may be, they know that they cannot well do 
without the Skhulchan Aruch; there are cases such, ¢eg., as “get,’’ when 
these very Reform Rabbis meet to consult and act on the ruling of the Shulchan 
Aruch almost as orthodox Rabbis would. And it is out of gratitude they feel for 
the benefits and advantages they have received from it that they would never 
think of making disparaging remarks about it, even when they do not agree with 
it. And surely Mr. Joseph has heard of the Talmudical adage (Baba. k. 92 b.). 
“ Do not throw a stone into the well out of which you have drunk.” And can it 
be that he has never had occasion to make use of the Shulchan Aruch, even as a 
Reform minister 

Mr. Joseph, when speaking of the Machzike Hadass here, and of the Agudas 
Yisroel abroad, might have mentioned the Adass Yisroel synagogue also in 
London, consisting of members who are not only strictly orthodox Jews, but a 
good many of them likewise men of culture and enlightenment. And what about 
the Federation of Synagogues, with a membership of thousands, many of them 
strictly Orthodox Jews. Do they not count? And does Mr. Joseph really think 
that, in the whole of London, to say nothing of the provincial towns, there are 
no other Orthodox Jews than those already mentioned? Is there a single metro- 
politan synagogue which has not some Orthodox members at least, not as many, 
perhaps, as we should like to see, but still a fair number for all that ? 

No one, of course, would ever think of charging Mr. Joseph with an inten- 
tional suppression of the truth. Yet, might he not, when speaking of orthodoxy, 
have mentioned the fact, if aware of it, that among its adherents, all over the 
world, are to be found merchants, bankers, lawyers, physicians, and even pro- 
fessors at the University, men of standing and eminence, exercising 
no little influence and authority in the councils of Jewry, men who, in Mr. 
Joseph's own words, “move freely among the nations, are fully enfranchised 
citizens of the world, sharing its life, responsive to its thought, subject to the 
liberalising influences of great and new ideas "—in everything except in religion. 

The Shulchan Aruch, Mr. Joseph says, “is the infallible Bible of 
orthodoxy,” which, if I know the meaning of words, is not a quite correct 
description of the Shulchan Aruch. The only book that may safely be called 
“infallible” is the “‘T’nach,” the Hebrew Bible. The Shulchan Aruch is, as I 
said before, a guide and standard for our religious and moral conduct, accepted 
as such, till Reform came into the world, by the whole‘of Jewry, and, since then, 
looked upon by the vast majority of Jews as binding on their conscience. No Jew, 
however, be he the most orthodox imaginable, professes to keep all and everything 
contained in the Shulchan Aruch. What he does do, ig try his very hardest to keep 
whatever he possibly can. More than that, no-one can be expected todo. “ The 
Torah was given, not to angels,” but to human beings, and that is one of the 
essential differences between the Orthodox and Reform Jews. The former admit 
their obligation to act according to the laws of the Shulchan Aruch, and, as I 
bave said, do so wherever they possibly can. The latter deny any such obligation, 
and obey the Shulchan Aruch, if at all, whenever it suits their convenience. 
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And now, as to a few of the details given by Mr. Joseph out of the Shulchaa 
Aruch. Mr. Joseph must be perfectly well aware that, like most of the 
rules and regulations in the Shulchan Aruch, the one against “holding oneself 
erect when walking in the street,” is taken from the Talmud. And is he prepared 
to treat the latter, as he does the former, work? Or canit be that he does not 
know that the prohibition, such as it is, is nothing more or less than an exhorta- 
tion to a modest and unassuming walk of life. And will Mr. Joseph be good 
enough to say where, in the Shulchan Aruch, it says that “we must not drink a 
cup of tea without satisfying ourselves that it has been prepared by Jewish hands” 
or" that we must not speak to a lady of our (or any other) congregation ?” 

And if it was at all mecessary to give these and the like particulars out of 
the Shulchan Aruch, the wisdom and propriety of doing which is far from 
evident, why didnot Mr. Joseph goa step further and tell his readers, some of whom 
might think that the instances he gives represent the whole of the contents of the 
Shulchan Aruch, that a considerable part of the Shulchan Aruch is given up to 
the enunciation of precepts of a purely moral and social tendency,. precepts that 
cannot but commend themselves and appeal to the sense and judgment of even 
this highly refined and cultured age of ours. 

Above all, however, why should, how could, a critic, even an adverse one, of 
the Shulchan Aruch, omit to mention the all-important fact that a dominant 
thought noticeable throughout the Shulchan Aruch is “ kevod habberéyoth,” the 
respect weowe to, the consideration we should ever show to, the feelings of all 
other human beings, whether we agree with them or not? 


“A READY CRITERION.” 
TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. F. S. SPIERS. 

Sik,—The Rev, Morris Joseph's letter in your last issue illustrates in a mos 
interesting way how loose thinking can arise as a result of using words in a 
sense to which they have no application. It is one of the besetting faults of 
| Anglo-Jewry to regard Judaism much as it does any other form of denomination- 
alism. It cannot be insisted upon too often that Judaism is not a religion, or at 
least it is something much more than a religion, in the popular sense of this term. 
It isa particular way of life, a national way of life, based on a particular mode of 
thought. The word “orthodoxy, while relevant to the Athanasian creed, bas no 
meaning as applied to Judaism. In the church it means the acceptation of a par- 
ticular creed. There is, therefore, a distinct line of demarcation between aa 
“orthodox” person who assents to the creed and a “heterodox” person whe 
rejects it. This line of demarcation does not exist in Judaism. There 
is a Jewish mode of life, the living expression of Jewish thought and 
outlook, and it is the duty of every Jew to live that life as completely as 
possible. According as his life attains to or falls short of what in any particular 
age is the norm of Jewish life, so is he a .perfect or an imperfect Jew. All this 
meticulous discussion as to whether “ Mr. X.” really is or is not orthodox is both 


meaningless and mischievous. 

The question, therefore, resolves itself into this: does the Shulchan Aruch 
record what should be the norm of Jewish life in the present day? In the first 
place, Mr. Joseph's statement that the Shulchan Aruch wasa code which was 
made for the sixteenth century is most misleading. The Shulchan Aruch was 
certainly compiled in the sixteenth century, but every tyro at Rabbinics knows 
that the great bulk of its material dates back to Talmudic times. Whatever you 
may think of it, therefore, it certainly is not, on the whole, just a product of 
sixteenth century Judaism. Of course, as Mr. Joseph must know full well, the 
Shulcban Aruch is merely one link in the chain of Jewish tradition, and no 
intelligent traditional Jew has ever claimed that it is the last and final link in that 
chain. There is, to be sure, development in traditional Judaism, and it is a most 
unfair method of controvery to ask Dr. Pool whether he observes certain 
rulings of the Shulchan Aruch, many of which, everybody knows, have been 
tacitly allowed by the conscience of collective conforming Jewry to become 
obsolete. To compare these details with the major practices of traditional 
Judaism—dead leaves with living branches—is to betray a sad lack of sense of 
proportion, and it is simply throwing dust in the eyes of the ignorant. It is 
unworthy of the author of * Judaism as Creed and Life.” 

There is certainly often a difficulty in finding out what is and what is not the 
recognised norm of practice at the present day. This difficulty has’ got to be 
solved ; but, in my opinion, it will be solved neither by Conference nor Code, 
but by the establishment in Palestine of a new living centre of Jewish life. In 
the meantime a ready criterion presents itself, for we may be sure that a change 
which is not in accordance with the spirit of Judaism, or with its trend of develop- 
ment in the past, will shock and hurt the instinctive Jewish consciousness and 
will be rejected by the bulk of the Jewish people. Apply this test to such 
“reforms” as the introduction of any language but Hebrew into the service of 
the synagogue, the transformation of the Jewish Sabbath from a sanctified day 
of perfect rest to a weekly holiday, the weakening of the dietary laws, whether 
biblical or rabbinical, the abolition by the individual in the Diaspora of the 
second days of the Fest vals, and one sees at once tbat these are artificial changes, 
merely imitations of t! e life xround us and not organic developments demanded 
by the expanding consciousness of the Jewish people. They are breaches in the 
continuity of Judaism, and the Jewish will-to-live has rejected them. Still less 
can the abandonment of the Jewish conception of life sanctified by law for the 
antinomianism of the New Testament be regarded as a legitimate develc pm >nt of 
Jewish doctrine likely to be acceptable to the conscience of the Jewish people. 
“The Reform Jew can justify his ritual non-conformity by appeal to principle. 
He has gained his freedom legitimately and gloriesin it.” Is it in 
the Pauline Epistles that one has read passages akin to this or is it an echo of the 
teaching of that pseudo-Nietszchean ethics which places the “ superman ” above all 
law and against which the civilised world is to-day supposed to be fighting ? 


AVOIDING AND EVADING. 


Sir,—I should have greatly desired to join issue with the Rev. Morris Joseph 
n the question of Reform v. Orthodoxy if he would but give a clear and concise 
enunciation of the principles upon which his Reform is based, of its precise scope, 
of the limits and boundaries within which it moves. As long as reformers con- 
tinue to shelter behind such indefinite high-sounding terms as progress, growth, 
elasticity, etc., so long will it be well-nigh impossible to carry on a really profit- 
able controversy on the subject. Orthodoxy has a standard, a recognised code, 
and its assailants have only to hurl a number of missiles at that clearly outstand- 
ing monument of ages and then disappear behind a mist of vague phraseology. 
Mr. Joseph, the champion of Reform, by the way, does not, it would seem, 
show too close an acquaintance with this object of his attack, or is not much con- 
cerned about the rules of fairness in dealing with the rules of the Shulchan Aruch. 
He instances as violations of dinim : (1) Going out on Sabbath with one's handker- 
chief in one’s pocket; (2) combing one's hair on Sabbath ; (3) drinking tea with- | 
out satisfying oneself that it has beea prepared by Jewish hands; (4) holding one- 
self erect when walking in the street ; (5) going about in the house with uncovered 
head ; (6) speaking toa lady. Allow me to state that strictly Orthodox people

| avoid (1) by some easy device which involves neither hardship nor sacrifice,

Two of the most vital institutions of practical Judaism do offer difficulties in 
certain areas and under certain conditions of modern life—Sabbath and Kashruth. 
Kashruth, however, does so only in exceptional circumstances. The obser- 
vance of Sabbath often entails considerable sacrifice and forms the touchstone for 
distinguishing the really, from the nominally, orthodox. Is the Reform, of which 
Mr. Joseph is the exponent, prepared to authorise the desecration of Sabbath for 
the sake of harmonising practice with theory ? 

Sabbath is the crucial point. What has official English Judaism, what has 
the United Synagogue, what has the Chief Rabbinate ever done for the preserva- 
tion of this central pillar supporting the House of Israel? Why has not a 
Sabbath Revival Movement been set on foot? Has the spirit of sacrifice for the 
sake of Judaism so utterly become extinct in our midst that a movement of that 
kind would be foredoomed to failure? M3W 719M is no peculiarly twentieth- 
century evil. In the days of Nehemiah, Sabbath fared as badly—or even worse— 
in Jerusalem as in London to-day (Nehemiah, ch. xiii.), but thanks to the 
strenuous efforts of that great Orthodox champion, it speedily recovered its 
prestige. Where is the modern Nehemiah in the Orthodox camp to-day ” 
Orthodox Judaism will surely survive the attacks of both Dr. Hockman and 
Mr. Morris Joseph, but the trouble is that there is so little real Orthodoxy in our 
midst,

All that 
is required, and that can bring Jews to love and venerate their religion, is to 
revert back to former Jewish home life, when parents’ pleasures were intheir homes, 
among their children and family circle, observing the Friday evening service, 
Sabbath and holy day services, and attending with their children at synagogue 


regularly, and above all, instructing them thoroughly in Hebrew and our holy 
religion. In such a way only will you ever fill your synagogues with devout con- 
gregants, which you never will. do by altering our holy ritual and services to 
suit the present irreligious pleasure-Jew and Jewess.

PRESENTATION TO MR. J. E. BLANK, 


On Tuesday, Mr. J. E. Blank, Secretary of the Federation of Synagogues, 
received a presentation in commemoration of his twenty-five years’ services to the 
Federation and of his silver wedding. It consisted of a magnificent album bound 
in Levant Morocco, containing three artistically illuminated addresses, and two 
portraits—of himself and Mrs. Blank—painted by Mr, Mayer Klang in oils, the 
album being accompanied by a cheque. 

The addresses are from the Federation, the Burial Society, and the Chevra 
Kadisha, and they record profound appreciation of the zeal and tact Mr. 
Blank has, with single-minded loyalty, placed at the service of these bodies, and 
express good wishes for a continuation of that service and of his union in happi- 
ness, with his wife and those dear to him. 

Lord SWAYTHLING, President of the Federation, in asking Mr. Blank to 
accept the gifts, said that his services from the time when his (Lord Swaythling’s) 
father formed the Federation had been immense, and could their late President 
have been there that evening he would have been glad of the opportunity to 
express, as he did on several occasions, his sense of appreciation of Mr. Blank. 
Coming as he (the Chairman) did as acting representative of a large body of the 
Jewish community—over 6,000—without the assistance of someone who knew 
from beginning to end the work of the institution it would have been impossible 
for him to have been of any service, or useful service at any rate, He did not 
think anyone, even members of the Board, could conceive the amount of work 
the Federation entailed. After referring to other activities in which Mr. 
Blank had been engaged in connection with the Federation, Lord 
Swaythling said that besides Mr. Blank’s services, given for nearly twenty- 
eight years, in support of that cause, they had the opportunity on that occasion 
to congratulate Mrs. Blank and her husband on the celebration of their silver 
wedding.

THE ACHIEVEMENTS AND AIMS OF THE FEDERATION. 


__Mr. J, E, BLANK, in replying, said that there was still much to be accom- 
plished if the pious aspirations of their never-to-be-forgotten founder were to be 
realised. In 1887, the Federation consisted of sixteen Synagogues, with about 
1,000 members; to-day it included fifty-four synagogues, with about 6.500 
members. This wonderful increase was a matter for just pride, but it behoved 
them to consider whether the increase in their strength did not impose on 
them added responsibilities and duties. Referring to the Federation's 
relations with the United Synagogue, Mr. Blank spoke on the 
necessity for a closer union between the two bodies. But clearly 
there could not be a closer union until there was a better understanding. 
Was the community so strong to-day that it could afford to remain still divided 
into East and West? Could not the suggestion made by their departed chief be 
revived : that an agreed number of representatives—say seven—be selected from 
the Hon. Officers and Council of the United Synagogue and from the Hon. Officers 
and members of the Board of the Federation of Synagogues to form a Joint 
Consultative Committee ? He was sure he was voicing the views of the Hon 
Officers of the Federation when he urged that there was on their part every 
desire to avoid continued friction and every hope for complete co-operation. Mr 
Blank, in conclusion, referred to the more personal side of the occasion—his silver 
wedding—and spoke of the great asset to him which the support of his wife had at 
all times been.

THE LATE TROOPER BERNSTEIN. 


Mr. Bernstein, of 39, Bow Road, has received the following letter from 
Lieut. Alan L. Brodrick, in which he states :— 

I very much regret to have to give you the sad news of the death of your 
son. He died doing his duty. He was digging on a saphead at night and was 
hit in the chest either by a ricochet or by a bullet which had been reversed, 
making it flatnosed. He was immediately attended to under great difficulties, 
owing to the darkness and exposed position (facing the enemy) in which 
he lay, and our doctor, seeing that it was barely an even chance for him, 
administered a stiff dose of morphia. In fact, he told me that your son could 
have been in no cénscious pain except immediately after he was hit—a matter of a 
few minutes. He was hit about 12.30 a.m. on the 7th inst..and died last night 
about 6 o'clock p.m., at the advanced dressing station. He was quite uncon- 
scious and under the influence of morphia. The bullet entered the centre of his 
chest, perforating both lung cavities and doing a lot of damage. Your son was 
in my troop and behaved like a hero. During our first time in action he rescued 
two wounded Australians, carrying them along a trench on which some snipers 
hada dead aim. For these two deeds of gallantry he was recommended for 
mention in dispatches. His personal effects will be returned to you as soon as 
possible. Allow me to offer my heartfelt sympathy for your terrible loss. We 
shall miss him most awfully in the troop, and his cheery and amusing conversation, 

The following letter has been sent to the Rev. M. Adler by the Rev. John 
Bevan, a Nonconformist Chaplain in Gallipoli: My dear Sir,—I regret to say 
that Private Bernstein, lst County of London Yeomany, has been killed in aetion 
here . . . He was unconscious from the first. He was brought from the fire 
trenches to the advanced dressing station in the reserve trenches where I met him 
and spent some time in prayer on his behalf. He never regained consciousness 
and died about five p.m. yesterday. He was buried close by (the exact 
location I am keeping a careful record of) at 10.30 p.m. the same day. {f had 
intended, on finding his Jewish Prayer Book in his belongings, to read the burial 
service therein prescribed, but as it had to be late at night, and no lights were 
allowed, I could only perform the service extempore.

I pronounced the committal words “ May he 
come to his place in peace,” and ventured to write them in Hebrew characters 
upon the simple wooden cross that marks his grave. Four of his friends dug 
his grave and laid him to rest amid every token of respect for a gallant soldier 
and a popular and charming friend.

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JEWISH SOUP KITCHEN. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


Sir Cuaries HENRY, M.P., the President, occupied the Chair at the annual 
meeting on Tuesday, at the institution, Butler Street, of the donors and 
subscribers to the Jewish Soup Kitchen. 

In the course of an address on the work accomplished last winter, the 
CHAIRMAN said that when he met the subscribers and donors last year he had 
emphasised the difficulties with which the Kitchen in common with other charities 
would be confronted on account of the war, but at that time he had hoped that 
when he had the privilege of meeting the subscribers again the war might have 
been over and that they would be able to carry on their work during the winter 
under normal conditions. Unfortunately, that anticipation was not to be realised 
and without being too despondent there was little hope that the war would not be 
still raging during the winter. As he had anticipated the revenue last season 
fell far short of the expenditure, with the result that they were obliged to borrow 
a large sum from their bankers and to make an appreciable inroad on their legacy 
fund. Although the financial position might be regarded to that extent as 
unsatisfactory, he thought he could claim that the Kitchen last season had done 
its duty to the community and to the poor who came to the institution for relief. 
Every case that was found worthy of relief was given the necessary sustenance to 
help families over the winter months. There had been substantial increases in 
the price of commodities, and the forebodings he experienced last year were on 
the present occasion accentuated, for he feared a greater advance in prices. So 
that they would be called upon in the coming season to find ah amount con- 
siderably in excess of that they had been called upon to collect during previous 
years. He recognised and he believed the Committee recognised the 


URGENT AND PRESSING CLAIMS 
that were being made upon all sections of the people of this country and 


especially upon the Jewish community, and he realised that a large number of 
people were being called upon to subscribe to different organisations in connection 
with the war, by which their resources were being taxed to the very utmost. 
Speaking on behalf of the Committee, he could assure the community that the 
strictest economy would be exercised, and that the benefits of the kitchen would be 
restricted to those thoroughly deserving them and where the sustenance will 
absolutely be required. In these circumstances, he trusted that the: community 
.would support the charity to the utmost possible extent. It would be useless to 
disguise the fact, that unless they were in the position to give that relief which 
was needed, Jews in that district might have recourse—thronugh hunger—to other 
Organisations, which, despite the war, carry on their activities with even greater 
zeal, pursuing their work to gain the object in view, 


THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 


Mr. Gustave Tuck, the Treasurer, in seconding the motion, and in moving 
the adoption of the balance sheet, said that Sir Charles Henry, unfortunately, 


had not heard from his son at the front for several weeks, and he was sure 
he was voicing their feelings in offering their President their sincerest 
sympathy in his anxiety. In presenting the balance sheet he pointed out that 
the income for the year 1914-15 was /2,132, including the amount brought for- 
ward, while the expenditure was / 2,756, leaving a deficit of over /623. Tosupply 
this they have taken 4323 from the legacy fund account, and had borrowed / 300 
from their bankers, so that they were about to start the year with the deficit of 
£300. They had had special distributions on account of the war, and in this 
connection had spent altogether '/647. This, as they knew, was a timely and 
necessary relief and was the means of alleviating a great deal of distress. They 
were fortunate in having 4958 from the Five Shilling Sabbath Society, which was 
the amount allowed to the Soup Kitchen by the Charity Commissioners. Besides 
this sum, they had received about /42 in. legacies. Since then no other legacies 
have been left them, so that there was unfortunately nothing at present to draw 
upon from the Legacy Fund Account. The income for the Passover Relief Fund 
for the year was 4400, while the expenditure was £405, so this account about 
balanced. Hitherto they had been able to meet their expenditure, but unfortunately 
last year this was not the case, as in the first instance the income was about £120 
less than for the previous year, while the expenditure was between /500 and 
£000 more. - Besides, a further 4647 was spent for war relief, the extra ex pendi- 
ture being due to the increased price of bread, meat, cereals and-vegetables. 
Special efforts would have to be made to raise the large amount that was required 
to carry on the splendid work that was being done by the Soup Kitchen. 

Mr. S. Boas seconded the adoption of the report and financial statement, 
which were unanimously carried. : 

Mr. JOHN HANDs, in moving the re-election of Sir Charles Henry as Presi- 
dent, referred to the invaluable services he was rendering the community in 
general and to the Kitchen in particular. 

Mr. JOHN HaArT seconded, and the Rev. LionEL GeFrreN, in supporting, 
emphasised the readiness with which certain bodies in the East End were awaiting 
Opportunities to buy not only the bodies but the souls of the poor of the com- 
munity. 

The motion having been carried with acclamation, 

Sir CHARLES HENRY, in reply, observed that he had of late been spending 
an anxious time on account of the fact that his son had been missing, and only 
because he felt it his duty to meet the subscribers had he put all personal con- 
siderations aside and come among them that evening. He moved the re-election 
of the vice-presidents, Messrs. S. Boas, George A. Cohen, John Hart, and 
Hermann Landau; the treasurer, Mr. Gustave Tuck: the hon. secretary, Mr. 
Barrent S. Ellis; the hon. solicitors, Messrs. A. E. Sydney and John J. Hands; 
and the hon. auditors, Messrs. A. L. Atwood and Morris Harris, to all of whom 
he expressed his thanks for their continued work on behalf of the Kitchen. To 
Mr. J. H. Taylor, their secretary, he felt constrained to pay an extra tribute for 
the conscientious and successful manner in which he carried out his many duties.

Slotki, the Hon. Superintendent has carried out an examination of every Jewish 
pupil attending St. John’s School and Cheetham Temporary 


HEBREW School (St. Luke's). The scholars have been arranged in classes 
EDUCATION according to their knowledge, irrespective of the secular standard 
BOARD, in which they are placed. The pupils in St. John’s School have 


increased from 340 to nearly 370; the numbers in the other 
schools remain almost stationary, with the exception of Cheetham Central School 
(Heath Street), which has increased from seventy-five to over ninety. Mr. Slotki 
is firmly convinced that, if funds were available, the privilege of providing Hebrew 
instruction in non-Jewish schools could be extended to any school in Manchester 
or Salford. The lack of funds is likewise responsible for the insufficient number 
of Hebrew teachers sent to those non-Jewish schools at present under the auspices 
of this institution. 


An interesting ceremony took place at a committee meeting held on Sanday, 
when a testimonial was presented to Mr S. M_. Laserson, who bad*for a number 
of years performed valuable services to the synagogue. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Morris Cohen, made the presenta- 
tion which consisted of an illuminated address on vellum, 
artistically executed and handsomely framed.

The position attained by Mr. Raisman on the Civil Service 
list is a very high one and carries with it great distinction. _ It is only rarely that 
a Jew achieves a place in the first ten, and those who have done so in the past 
have generally devoted themselves to careers in the Home Service. Ina normal . 
year Mr. Kaisman would have had access to coveted posts in that service, e g., in 
the Treasury, but in present circumstances he has taken the step, unusual for one 
so high on the list, of choosing the Indian career, which offers equal, if not greater, 
scope, though of a different kind. 

Mr. Raisman has a brilliant record of academic distinctions. Educated at 
the Leeds Central High School, he headed the list of Senior City Scholars in 1909, 
and entered Leeds University, where three years later he obtained First Class 
Honours in Classics. Going up in 1912 as Senior Open Classical Scholar to 
Pembroke, he obtained a First Class in the schbol of classical Honour Modera 
tions in his second term. In June of this year he achieved the “ blue ribbon ” of 
Oxford, a Double First, by obtaining an excellent First Class in the Final Honour 
School of Literae Humaniores. He was easily the first of this year's Oxford 
candidates for the Civil Service. Mr. Raisman is ineligible for military service 
on account of short sight, though he was for three years a member of the O.T.C.

CorRK HEBREW CONGREGATION, 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. S. SPIRO, J.P., President, 9 and 10, 
South Terrace, Cork. 


Sir,—The letter from Mr. Criger in your issue of the Sth inst. eminently 
shows the necessity of defining clearly what constitutes the right of an associated 
body of men to style themselves a congregation. Let us suppose that-five or six 
dissatisfied members of an old-established London synagogue, say the Bayswater 
Synagogue, were to form themselves into a Minyan with the aid of a similar 
number of youths over the Barmitzvah age, to hire a room within fifty yards of 


. the established synagogue, and there to start services without a Chazan and with. 


out a Sepher Torah of their own, would they, for all practical purposes, have the 
right to style themselves the Bayswater Synagogue ? 

This is what has just happened.in Cork with the formation of the so-called 
“Cork Hebrew Congregation” at 15, Union Quay. That the use of this name is 
misleading is evident from the fact that even you, Sir, have been made a 
victim of misunderstandings as indicated by your note stating: “it would appear 
that there are two congregations in Cork each calling itself the Cork Hebrew 
Congregation.” 

The question, however, is which of the two congregations has the right to 
style itself the Cork Hebrew Congregation? Is it the original one, which has 
been in existence for the past thirty-five years, and with which the only other 
congregation in Cork, that formerly worshipped at No. 2, South Terrace, is 
now amalgamated, thus comprising all the Jews in Cork; or is it the other, of 
No. 15, Union Quay, formed a few days before the High Festivals in the manner 
described above, and for reasons which, unfortunately, are not uncommon in 
provincial congregations? The fact that none of the supporters of this movement 
have as yet resigned membership, thus retaining their seats in the Cork Syna- 
gogue, clearly shows that they are not very confident of the stability of their 
enterprise. If Mr. Criger had read my letter carefully he could not have avoided 
seeing that I did not “start by saying that No. 10, South Terrace, did not remove 
to 15, Union Quay.” I distinctly stated that “the Cork Hebrew Congregation ” 
did not move to 15, Union Quay, and I repeat again that no vacancy exists in the 
Cork Synagogue. When Mr. Criger ventures to express his “ strongest indigna- 
tion, and that of the entire congregation, at Mr. Spiro's interference,” he ought 
to have made use of the plain English he recommends to me by stating that he 
was only referring to his particular congregation, as, with the few exceptions thus 
comprised, the entire community of Cork is in perfect accord with my “ inter- 
ference.” The prospective Melamed will certainly have a sinecure as far as the 
children are concerned, seeing that of the three men in the newly-formed body 
who have children to be taught, one is already sending his to the established 
Hebrew Classes. But I will not dispute Mr. Criger’s statement that “ the parents 
of the children must have a competent teacher immediately.”
